During  the  term  for  which  they  are  chosen  they 
shall  be  ineligible,  either  by  appointment  or  election,  to  any  town  office 
other  than  that  for  which  they  have  been  chosen,  nor  shall,  during  any 
such  term,  hold  any  such  other  office.  They  shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  by  the  town  clerk,  or  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace.’' 

And  to  change  Section  302  so  that  paragraph  three  (3)  shall  be  repealed, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

This  application 
with  any  accompanying  specifications,  plans,  and  maps,  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Building  Inspector  together  with  his  written  recommenda¬ 
tions  thereon,  to  the  Board  of  Appeal  for  final  decision.  If  the  Board 
of  Appeal  unanimously  approves  said  application,  the  Building  Inspector 
shall  then  issue  a  permit  for  the  same;  or  take  any  other  action  in 
relation  thereto.

To  see  what 
sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the 
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purpose  of  improving  sanitary  arrangements  and  fixtures  at  the  Old 
Pratt  School,  and  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 


March  4,  1940 

Pursuant  to  a  warrant  duly  issued  the  annual  meeting  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  represented  by  its  duly  elected 
and  qualified  town  meeting  members  was  held  at  the  hall  of  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  High  School,  East  Weymouth,  on  Monday,  March  4,  1940,  208 
town  meeting  members  being  checked  by  police  stationed  at  the  doors 
for  that  purpose. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7 :45  o’clock  in  the  evening  by 
Daniel  L.  O’Donnell,  annual  moderator. 

The  attested  copy  of  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  was  read,  after 
which  the  Rev.  Fr.  Edward  Harrington,  curate  of  the  Sacred  Heart 
Church  was  called  upon  to  invoke  the  Blessing  of  the  Ruler  of  the 
Universe  upon  the  deliberations  of  the  meeting. 

Those  Town  Meeting  Members  not  previously  sworn  were  at  this 
time  sworn  by  the  Moderator. 

Mr.  Sandy  Roulston,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  following  memorial,  relative  to  the  death  of  Clayton 
B.  Merchant  and  a  copy  to  be  sent  to  his  widow. 


MEMORIAL 

Mr.  Clayton  B.  Merchant,  for  more  than  twenty  years  Clerk  of  the 
Town  of  Weymouth,  died  June  5,  1939. 

His  service  to  the  Town  was  not  only  long,  but  fruitful.  In  duties 
of  an  intricate  nature,  he  was  always  careful  and  exact  in  recording 
the  proceedings  of  our  Annual  Town  Meetings,  as  well  as  in  his  other 
offices.  He  gave  to  our  Town  that  loyal  and  faithful  service  so  appre¬ 
ciated  by  its  citizens.  He  was  never  known  to  shirk  his  duty  and  always 
confirmed  to  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  the  law. 

And  so  a  grateful  citizenry  wishes  by  this  Memorial  not  only  to 
express  their  appreciation  of  the  worth  of  Mr.  Merchant,  but  also 
desires  to  have  this  appreciation  inscribed  upon  the  records  of  the  Town 
to  the  end  that  future  Town  Meetings  may  have  recourse  to  our  acknowl¬ 
edgment  of  a  duty  well  performed  by  a  faithful  public  official  and  be 
inspired  thereby  to  the  same  high  regard  for  the  performance  of  public 
duty.

Provided  further 
that  no  monies  herein  appropriated,  excepting  the  amounts  supplied 
under  Item  2,  Article  1  of  this  Warrant,  shall  be  paid  directly  or  in¬ 
directly  as  remuneration  compensation,  salary  or  otherwise,  to  any 
currently  elected  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  services 
rendered  the  Town  in  any  capacity,  except  as  Water  Commissioner, 
nor  shall  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appoint  anyone  currently  elected  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  any  other  position  except  there  is  mandatory 
statutory  authority  therefor.

Mr.  Field  moved :  That  the  Town  take  no  action  as 
the  subject  matter  of  this  Article  is  provided  for  under  Article  2. 

Motion  of  the  Appropriation  Committee,  as  made  by  Mr.  Field,  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

ARTICLE  4.  Mr.  Field  moved:  That  all  Committees  who  have  not 
rendered  a  final  report  be  continued  until  the  work  under  their  charge 
is  completed. 

The  Committee  appointed  in  accordance  with  vote  at  last  annual 
Town  Meeting  to  consider  matter  of  salaries,  wages,  vacations  and  sick 
leave,  after  considerable  study,  comparison  and  thought,  submit  the 
following  recommendations: 

Paragraph  1.  While  there  is  some  variance  in  salaries  and  wages  paid 
for  similar  positions  in  a  number  of  towns  and  smaller  cities  com¬ 
parable  to  Weymouth  in  population,  valuation,  etc.,  considering  the 
matter  in  a  general  way,  those  paid  in  Weymouth  compare  favor¬ 
ably. 

Paragraph  2.  We  feel  there  is  certain  security  or  employment  for 
those  working  for  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  which  is  not  always 
true  in  private  employment.  There  also  is  the  advantage  in  saving 
in  travelling  costs,  in  both  money  and  time  compared  with  those 
employed  at  greater  distances  from  home. 

We  think  these  facts  should  be  considered  by  both  employees  and 
Town  Meeting  Members. 

Paragraph  3.  Our  thought  is  to  try  to  make  suggestions  which  may 
be  adopted  for  future  guidance,  rather  than  to  disturb  salaries  and 
working  conditions  of  employees  who  have  been  in  employ  of  the 
Town  for  any  considerable  length  of  time.  We  do  not  feel  our 
recommendations  should  apply  to  1940  budget  under  consideration 
at  this  meeting. 

Paragraph  4.  On  vacations,  it  is  present  practice  in  most  departments 
to  allow  employees  a  two  weeks  vacation  with  pay.  We  recommend 
that  this  be  adopted  generally  after  the  employee  has  served  the 
Town  continuously  for  one  year  or  longer. 

Paragraph  5.  On  sick  leave,  we  feel  this  should  be  left  with  the  head 
of  each  department,  as  his  judgment  should  govern  whether  this 
privilege  is  abused  by  any  of  his  employees  and  decision  made 
accordingly. 

Paragraph  6.  Your  committee,  having  in  mind  that  all  employees 
doing  the  same  style  work  should  have  the  same  scale  of  pay  and 
the  same  opportunities  for  advancement,  submit  herewith  minimum 
and  maximum  salary  recommendations,  with  the  feeling  that  the 
adoption  of  these  recommendations  will 

A.  Eliminate  any  feelings  of  discrimination  between  departments. 

B.  Give  each  department  head  a  base  on  which  to  project  present 
and  future  salary  and  wage  payments. 

C.  Give  each  employee  the  incentive  to  work  toward  personal 
advancement. 

D.  Result  in  standard  salary  and  wage  scales,  uniform  vacation 
periods  both  of  which  are  fair  and  equitable  to  both  employees 
and  the  tax-payers  of  the  Town. 

Paragraph  7.  Having  the  thoughts  contained  in  paragraphs  two,  three 
and  six  in  mind,  we  recommend  that: 

A.  No  changes  be  made  which  would  reduce  remuneration  of  em¬ 
ployees  who  have  served  the  Town  for  three  years  or  more 
unless  for  justifiable  reasons. 
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B.  For  clerical  and  stenographic  work  a  minimum  salary  of 
twelve  dollars  per  week  be  established  and  a  maximum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  per  week. 

C.  Increases  from  minimum  shall  not  be  more  than  two  dollars 
per  week  per  year. 

D.  If,  on  account  of  previous  service,  experience  and  capabilities 
a  clerk  is  started  at  a  wage  above  the  minimum,  they  shall  not 
receive  the  maximum  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  week  until 
they  have  served  the  Town  for  at  least  three  years. 

E.  Should  conditions  arise  which  cause  department  head  to  feel 
the  restrictions  in  sub  paragraphs  B.  and  D.  should  be  waived, 
this  can  only  be  done  with  the  approval  of  the  Appropriation 
Committee. 

Paragraph  8.  It  should  be  understood  by  Town  Meeting  Members  that 
recommendations  made  by  us,  and  if  accepted  by  them,  will  not  be 
effective  and  will  not  change  any  requirements  controlled  by  State 
or  Federal  Government. 

Paragraph  9.  On  School  Department,  we  feel  salaries  and  working 
conditions  for  all  employees  should  be  left  to  the  School  Committee, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

Paragraph  10.  Police  Department,  we  recommend  no  changes. 

Paragraph  11.  Fire  Department,  in  making  comparisons  we  feel  there 
should  be  a  gradual  readjustment  made  in  salaries  to  bring  them 
up  to  a  higher  standard,  and  so  recommend. 

Paragraph  12.  Street  Department,  we  recommend  no  change. 

Paragraph  13.  Water  Department,  we  feel  there  should  be  a  readjust¬ 
ment  made  in  salaries  of  laborers  to  equal  that  amount  paid  in 
Street  Department  for  the  same  type  of  work. 

Paragraph  14.  Welfare  Department,  we  feel  that  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  contained  in  paragraph  seven,  should  apply  to  all  office  em¬ 
ployees  ip  this  department. 

Paragraph  15.  On  any  appointive  or  elective  positions,  not  referred 
to  in  these  recommendations,  we  feel  there  should  be  no  changes 
in  salary  made  without  first  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Town 
Meeting. 

Paragraph  16.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  at  the  head  of  any  of  the 
various  departments,  we  recommend  that  the  successor  appointed 
shall  not  receive  the  maximum  salary  or  wage  until  he  has  served 
at  least  two  years  in  the  position.

provided  further  that  all  damages  resulting  or  occasioned  by  the  con¬ 
struction  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  sum  appropriated;  and  further 
provided  that  if  the  State  or  County  under  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.) 
Chapter  90  will  pay  a  sum  of  money  proportionate  to  the  cost  of  con¬ 
struction  under  the  provisions  of  such  Chapter,  that  the  $10,000.  voted 
by  the  Town  shall  be  expended  as  prescribed  by  Chapter  90.  In  the 
absence  of  so-called  Chapter  90  funds,  the  $10,000.  shall  be  expended 
as  first  mentioned.

paying  of  damages  that  might  become  necessary. 

This  amendment,  to  be  known  as  Article  HE,  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

ARTICLE  12.  Mr.  Field  moved:  That  the  Committee  be  continued. 

Motion  of  the  Appropriation  Committee,  as  made  by  Mr.  Field,  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

ARTICLE  13.  Mr.  Field  moved:  That  the  subject  matter  of  this 
Article  be  referred  to  the  Agency  set  up  under  Article  2  of  this  Warrant. 

Motion  of  the  Appropriation  Committee,  as  made  by  Mr.  Field,  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

ARTICLE  14.  Mr.  Field  moved:  That  the  Town  instruct  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  accept  as  a  gift,  an  easement  for  drainage  purposes 
from  Frank  Rubolino — Pine  Street — in  accordance  with  a  plan  of  Rus¬ 
sell  H.  Whiting,  Town  Engineer,  dated  November  29,  1939. 
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Motion  of  the  Appropriation  Committee,  as  made  by  Mr.  Field,  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

ARTICLE  15.  Mr.  Field  moved:  That  the  Town  instruct  the

Laws  by  striking  out  Section  799  of  Article  7  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

Sec.  799.  A  Board  of  Appeal  of  three  members  and  one  associate 
member  is  hereby  created  consisting  of  the  Town  Engineer,  the  Town 
Counsel,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  appointed  by  the  Board, 
which  shall  also  designate  the  chairman;  and  the  associate  member  shall 
be  the  chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  who  shall  act  only  in  case  of  a 
vacancy,  inability  to  attend,  or  death  of  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Appeal.  Three  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Any  person  applying  for  a  building  permit  who  wishes  to  be  relieved 
from  any  operation  of  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws,  may  make  appli¬ 
cation  in  writing  to  the  Building  Inspector,  specifying  what  waivers  he 
desires  made  in  his  favor  and  the  reasons  therefor.  This  application 
with  any  accompanying  specifications,  plans,  and  maps,  shall  be  submit¬ 
ted  by  the  Building  Inspector  together  with  his  written  recommendations 
thereon,  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  final  decision.  If  the  Board  of 
Appeals  unanimously  approves  said  application,  the  Building  Inspector 
shall  then  issue  a  permit  for  the  same.

Mr.  Field  moved:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  the  sum  of  $600.  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining,  during  the 
ensuing  year,  the  mosquito  control  works  as  estimated  and  certified  to 
by  the  State  Reclamation  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  112,  Acts  of  1931.

Mr.  Field  moved:  That  the  Town,  consistent  with 
the  terms  of  the  will  of  Laban  Pratt,  build  and  equip  a  fifty-bed  capacity 
hospital  to  be  known  as  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Hospital  and  that  the 
Moderator  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  of  seven,  whose  mem¬ 
bership  shall  include  two  doctors,  a  lawyer  and  a  builder,  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  plans  and  estimates;  said  committee  to  report  to  the  Town 
when  their  work  is  accomplished  and  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  $5,000. 
is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  fund  made  available  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  will  of  Laban  Pratt,  but  no  such  committee  shall  be 
appointed  until  after  the  favorable  final  determination  of  all  legal  issues 
concerning  the  title  to  the  aforesaid  funds. 

Mr.  Lane  moved:  That  the  sum  of  $1,200.  is  hereby  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  determining  immediately  the  need  of 
further  hospitalization  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  and  the  requirements 
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of  a  hospital  not  to  exceed  a  fifty-bed  capacity.  Such  a  study  to  be  made 
by  competent  hospital  consultants  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  of 
seven  to  be  appointed  at  once  bv  the  Moderator  and  to  include  two 
doctors  and  the  Town  Counsel.  Report  to  be  submitted  to  the  next 
annual  Town  Meeting  or  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  called  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  at  the  request  of  this  committee. 


That  the  sum  of  $5,000.  be  appropriated  from  the  Laban  Pratt  Fund 
to  provide  plans  and  recommend  site  for  proposed  hospital  not  to  exceed 
fifty-bed  capacity  and  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  late  Laban  Pratt 
and  to  be  called  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Hospital.  But  no  sum  of 
money  will  be  appropriated  from  the  money  made  available  under  the 
will  of  the  late  Laban  Pratt  and  that  the  committee  shall  not  take  any 
action  on  plans  and  site  until  after  favorable  final  determination  of  all 
legal  issues  concerning  the  title  of  the  aforesaid  funds. 


Mr.  Buchan  moved  to  amend  Mr.  Lane’s  motion  so  that  that  part  of 
Mr.  Lane’s  motion  which  reads  as  follows:  “That  the  sum  of  $5,000.  be 
appropriated  frorp  the  Laban  Pratt  Fund  to  provide  plans  and  recdVn- 
mend  site  for  proposed  hospital  not  to  exceed  fifty-bed  capacity  and  in 
accordance  with  the  will  of  the  late  Laban  Pratt  and  to  be  called  the 
Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Hospital.”,  be  preceded  by  the  following  words: 
“That  the  Town,  consistent  with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Laban  Pratt, 
build  and  equip  a  hospital  not  to  exceed  a  fifty-bed  capacity,  to  be 
known  as  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Hospital.” 

Mr.  Lane’s  motion  as  thus  amended  was  unanimously  adopted  and 
that  motion  as  thus  amended  reads  as  follows:  That  the  sum  of  $1,200. 
is  hereby  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
immediately  the  need  of  further  hospitalization  in  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  and  the  requirements  of  a  hospital  not  to  exceed  a  50-bed 
capacity — such  a  study  to  be  made  by  competent  hospital  consultants 
under  the  direction  of  a  committee  of  seven  to  be  appointed  at  once 
by  the  Moderator  and  to  include  two  doctors  and  the  Town  Counsel. 
Report  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting  or  Special 
Town  Meeting  to  be  called  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  the  request 
of  this  committee. 

That  the  Town,  consistent  with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Laban  Pratt 
build  and  equip  a  hospital  not  to  exceed  a  fifty-bed  capacity,  to  be 
known  as  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Hospital. 

And  that  the  sum  of  $5,000.  be  appropriated  from  the  Laban  Pratt 
Fund  to  provide  plans  and  recommend  site  for  proposed  hospital  not  to 
exceed  fifty-bed  capacity  and  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  late 
Laban  Pratt  and  to  be  called  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Hospital. 


But  no  sum  of  money  will  be  appropriated  from  money  made  avail¬ 
able  under  the  will  of  the  late  Laban  Pratt  and  that  the  committee  shall 
not  take  any  action  on  plans  and  site  until  after  favorable  final  deter¬ 
mination  of  all  legal  issues  concerning  the  title  of  the  aforesaid  fund. 

The  motion  of  the  Appropriation  Committee,  as  made  by  Mr.  Field, 
was  unanimously  adopted  as  amended.

I,  therefore,  suggest  that  your  board  give  this  matter  your  deep 
consideration  before  it  is  too  late,  because  seedings  now  growing  will 
never  get  a  chance  to  mature,  resulting  in  no  clams  for  our  citizens 
for  future  consumption.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  BUILDINGS 

January  11,  1941 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Weymouth: 

The  year  1940  was  the  largest  residential  building  year  since  the 
adoption  of  Building  Laws  in  1929.  Dollar  volume  of  Building  and 
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Alterations  for  the  year  showed  an  increase  of  82%  over  1939.  The 
comparative  figures  were  $1,133,795.00  for  1940  and  $623,593.00  for 
1939. 


The  increase  came  largely  in  the  last  half  of  the  year,  stimulated 
by  the  National  Defense  Program  which  has  imparted  an  acceleration 
to  construction  activity  likely  to  continue  through  1941. 

The  total  number  of  permits  issued  for  family  dwellings  were  two 
hundred  and  seventy  of  which  two  hundred  and  forty-seven  were  for 
new  buildings  and  twenty-three  were  for  single  family  houses  remodeled 
into  two  family  units. 

There  were  eight  buildings  reported  unsafe  of  which  four  were 
torn  down,  two  made  safe  and  one  the  address  of  the  owner  is  unknown. 


At  the  March  Town  Meeting  Zoning  Laws  were  adopted.  An 
ordinance  restricting  buildings,  structures  and  premises  according  to 
their  use  and  construction  to  specified  parts  of  the  town.  The  co¬ 
operation  of  the  builders  and  owners  for  the  most  part  was  most 
gratifying.

REPORT  OF  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  COMMITTEE 

Weymouth,  Mass.,  December  31,  1940 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  committee  has  maintained  the  1939  schedule  of  lights  through 
the  year  and  has  added  20-60  C.  P.  lights;  2-250  C.  P.  lights  and  5-1000 
C.  P.  sodium  lights. 

We  have  received  credit  for  lights  removed  to  be  replaced  by  larger 
lights. 
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The  Town  Counsel  has  ruled  that  we  could  not  legally  contract  to 
have  lights  installed  on  ways  opened  for  travel  since  1907,  unless  they 
have  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  Board  of  Survey. 

We  have  had  several  reasonable  requests  for  lights  on  private  ways 
which  we  were  unable  to  grant  on  account  of  the  above  ruling. 

For  1941,  we  are  asking  for  a  budget  of  $37,278.02.  This  amount  will 
maintain  our  present  lights  and  allow  for  a  normal  increase  in  lights. 

It  is  expected  that  a  revision  in  rates  will  allow  us  to  increase  the 
candle  power  of  1500  60  C.  P.  lights  to  100  C.  P.,  without  increase  in 
total  cost.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 

January  3,  1941. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

It  is  difficult  to  reconcile  two  fundamental  facts  relative  to  the 
maintenance  of  streets  and  sidewalks:  first,  to  adequately  keep  in 
proper  repair  not  only  the  old  construction  that  is  in  the  state  of 
deterioration  but  others  which  are  accepted  yearly,  and  secondly, 
the  appropriation  of  funds  which  remains  practically  the  same  from 
year  to  year. 

Even  more  difficult  is  to  minimize  the  importance  and  urgency 
of  highway  construction  that  will  require  the  least  amount  of  main¬ 
tenance  over  an  extended  period.  Subsequent  construction  should  be 
of  greater  permanence  than  heretofore,  since  traffic  on  secondary 
streets  has  increased  proportionately  to  that  on  main  arteries. 

In  observing  the  definite  trend  toward  increased  land  develop¬ 
ment,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  highway  construction,  with  all  sup¬ 
plementary  work,  must,  of  necessity,  take  rapid  strides  to  keep  pace 
with  this  development.  This,  of  course,  will  increase  municipal  highway 
expenditures  and  provision  will  have  to  be  made  when  economic 
justification  warrants. 

Reconstruction  of  approximately  1000  feet  on  North  Street  from 
the  foot  of  King  Oak  Hill  to  East  Street,  and  the  relocation  of 
Kensington  Road  to  properly  bring  the  travelled  surface  within  the 
limits  of  the  street,  were  done  by  the  Street  Department.

With  Chapter  90  maintenance  funds  Ralph  Talbot  Street  from 
Park  Avenue  to  the  Hingham  line  was  sealed  with  bituminous  mix

and  on  Union  Street  from  No.  256  to  No.  444  a  mixed  in  place  stone 
surface  was  applied. 

The  northeasterly  corner  of  Broad  and  Middle  Streets  and  the 
southwesterly  corner  of  Pearl  and  Evans  Streets  were  widened,  Green 
Street  was  surfaced  for  about  500  feet  southerly  from  Bridge  Street, 
and  on  Ralph  Talbot  and  Pleasant  Streets  a  stone  surface  was  ap¬ 
plied  over  the  old  surface. 

Sidewalk  construction  was  done,  in  most  part  by  W.  P.  A.,  and 
some  drainage  also  was  done  under  W.  P.  A.  jurisdiction.

SURVEY  OF  APPARATUS 
WEYMOUTH  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

January  15,  1941. 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  fire  department  in  a  municipality  such  as  Weymouth  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  protection  of  the  community  from  the  dangers  of  fire. 
And  while  the  department  must,  as  far  as  possible,  prevent  the  occur¬ 
rence  of  fires,  it  definitely  must  extinguish  those  that  do  occur  and 
with  the  minimum  loss  of  life  and  property.  This  second  and  foremost 
phase  of  protection  involves  two  different  types  of  fire  fighting  tech¬ 
nique  and  facilities:  first,  those  that  are  required  in  small  fires,  which 
necessitate  a  quick  response,  medium  man  power,  and  a  medium  amount 
of  water  and  equipment;  and  secondly,  those  that  are  involved  in  large 
fires  which  require  greater  man  power,  more  water,  and  the  maximum 
of  efficient  equipment,  with  due  consideration  for  standby  apparatus, 
particularly  for  a  conflagration,  that  we  hope  will  never  be  experienced 
in  our  town. 

The  cost  of  operating  a  fire  department  is  only  one  item  of  the  com¬ 
munity’s  expenditures  with  respect  to  fires  and  fire  hazards.  Insurance 
premiums,  fire  losses,  interruption  of  business,  cost  of  private  fire  pro¬ 
tective  devices,  are  all  elements  to  be  considered  as  part  of  the  total 
costs  of  fires  and  fire  protection.  In  certain  sections  of  the  country  it 
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is  estimated  that  20-25%  of  the  expenditure  for  water  can  be  allocated 
to  fire  protection.  But  it  is  also  apparent  that  the  principal  cost  of  fire 
protection  is  paid  by  property  owners  in  the  form  of  fire  insurance 
premiums.  Information  relative  to  the  great  amount  of  fire  insurance 
premiums  paid  by  Weymouth  residents  is  not  available  at  this  time. 

While  fire  losses  over  a  period  of  years  in  Weymouth  have  not 
been  decidedly  excessive,  yet  during  the  past  two  years  some  of  the 
highest  losses  have  been  suffered  not  only  in  the  loss  of  property  such 
as  in  the  case  of  the  Weymouth  Artificial  Leather  Company,  but  in 
loss  of  employment  to  our  citizens. 

We  must  then,  too,  consider  a  most  important  matter,  requiring 
the  highest  degree  of  efficiency  in  fire  equipment,  in  the  great  amount 
of  additional  building  which  has  been  carried  on  in  Weymouth  during 
the  past  three  years  and  the  present  boom  which  will  result  in  hun¬ 
dreds  of  new  homes  which  must  have  proper  protection  such  as  can 
be  guaranteed  by  modern  and  efficient  apparatus. 

In  accordance  with  a  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  we  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  the  needs  of  Weymouth  only  in 
so  far  as  fire  apparatus  is  concerned  and  with  no  regards  to  necessity 
for  additional  man  power  or  other  equipment. 

With  due  regards  to  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  we 
find  the  Weymouth  Fire  Department  consisting  in  apparatus  of  one 
1000  gallon  pump  located  in  South  Weymouth;  three  750  gallon  pumps 
now  in  fire  stations  in  North,  East  and  Weymouth  Landing;  two  ladder 
trucks  containing  various  length  ladders  in  South  and  East  Weymouth; 
and  additional  apparatus  including  a  squad  truck,  two  forest  fire  wagons, 
and  a  new  fire  alarm  truck.  In  number  of  pieces,  with  the  addition  of 
another  ladder,  the  department  would  appear  to  be  sufficient  for  a 
twelve  year  period  considering  the  natural  growth  of  the  town. 

The  department  as  a  whole  maintains  its  own  apparatus,  mainten¬ 
ance  being  performed  by  a  full  time  mechanic  on  the  staff.  Undoubtedly 
as  a  result  of  the  excellent  care  which  the  apparatus  receives  each  piece 
can  be  kept  in  service  for  a  generally  agreed  average  of  fifteen  to  twenty 
years.  The  department  is  to  be  complimented  on  the  excellent  condition 
of  the  apparatus  with  due  consideration  of  its  age. 

A  review  of  the  age  of  our  present  apparatus  shows  that  ladders  1 
and  2  are  sixteen  years  old  and  all  other  pieces  averaging  a  minimum 
of  13  years.  Pumpers  1,  2,  3  and  5  have  each  been  in  use  13  years  while 
the  most  modern  piece  of  equipment  is  the  Squad  Wagon  in  Weymouth 
Landing  now  close  to  eleven  years  of  age.  The  two  forest  fire  wagons 
both  over  fourteen  years  of  age  are  showing  very  definite  signs  of  wear 
and  one  will  have  to  be  replaced  this  year. 

A  close  survey  of  policies  and  programs  adopted  by  other  towns  and 
cities  throughout  the  state  shows  that  apparatus  beyond  the  twenty 
year  age  has  very  definitely  reached  its  final  peak  of  efficiency  and  can 
be  classed  as  “dangerous”  for  many  reasons.  The  impossibility  of  secur¬ 
ing  replacement  parts  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  our  models  are  no 
longer  manufactured  and  various  concerns  which  previously  produced 
such  apparatus  are  now  out  of  business  or  are  having  financial  difficulties 
is  a  major  consideration.  All  but  two  of  our  present  pieces  of  appara¬ 
tus  are  equipped  with  two  wheel  brakes,  dangerous  in  themselves,  have 
crude  steering  gear  as  well  as  slow  acceleration  which  is  today  a  major 
reason  for  many  accidents  in  which  apparatus  is  involved.  Then,  too,  the 
crystallization  of  parts  on  apparatus  causes  a  greater  danger  not  only  to 
our  firemen  handling  same  but  to  Weymouth  pedestrians  as  well  as  our 
automobile  owners. 

Therefore  with  serious  thought  to  the  present  age  and  condition  of 
our  apparatus  and  having  in  mind  the  necessity  of  efficient  equipment  in 
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the  immediate  future  and  to  avoid  particularly  a  large  expenditure  in  a 
short  period  caused  very  frequently  today  by  successive  breakdowns  of 
trucks  and  ladders  we  do  recommend  the  replacement  of  all  motorized 
equipment,  except  a  fire  alarm  wagon,  during  the  next  twelve  years,  and 
further  the  addition  of  one  new  ladder  truck  to  insure  adequate  protec¬ 
tion  to  the  entire  town.  And  further  we  recommend  that  pumpers  need 
not  be  greater  than  a  760  gallon  capacity  which  appears  to  meet  all  re¬ 
quirements  of  Weymouth.

The  replacement  of  our  complete  motorized  apparatus  would  then 
necessitate  only  an  average  expenditure  of  approximately  $7,400.00  per 
year  over  a  period  of  twelve  years,  from  the  present  outlook,  and  would 
not  entail  any  particularly  large  apparatus  expense  in  any  one  year. 


It  is  our  further  recommendation  that  this  survey  be  submitted  at 
once  to  the  Appropriation  Committee  for  their  further  consideration  and 
study  but  with  actions,  as  may  be  deemed  wise,  to  begin  at  once.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth : 

The  School  Committee  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the 
year  1940,  together  with  the  first  annual  report  of  Mr.  Charles 
R.  Thibadeau,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  reports  to  him  from 
the  several  departments,  all  of  which  are  made  a  part  hereof. 

The  retirement,  on  January  1,  1940,  of  our  valued  and  well- 
remembered  Superintendent,  Mr.  Parker  T.  Pearson,  after  he  had 
completed  thirty-one  years  in  the  service  of  our  schools,  marked 
the  advent  of  the  new  Superintendent,  Mr.  Thibadeau.  With 
this  change  in  leadership  there  has  been  no  radical  change  in  school 
policies  nor  in  methods  of  school  operation.  That  the  new  Super¬ 
intendent  possesses  the  high  character  and  ability  required  of  his 
position  has  been  amply  proven  to  the  Committee,  and  we  believe 
that  the  same  is  generally  recognized  throughout  the  town. 

It  is  clear  from  the  Superintendent’s  report  that  he  believes  the 
policies  followed  in  the  past  have  been  proper,  that  they  lead  in 
the  right  direction,  and  should  generally  be  followed  in  the  future. 
This  does  not  mean  that  the  new  Superintendent  will  feel  obliged 
to  follow  only  in  a  beaten  path.  He  necessarily  has,  from  his  previ¬ 
ous  experience,  his  own  point  of  view;  he  has,  in  former  years, 
worked  and  thought  and  solved  his  own  problems;  he  will  have 
new  problems  to  meet;  his  mind  is  his  own,  and  he  has  been  ready 
always  to  exchange  ideas  with  his  associates  to  the  end  that  right 
decisions  may  be  made. 

School  membership  in  Weymouth  is  not  shrinking.  It  is  in¬ 
creasing,  although  in  some  years  appearing  to  be  stationary.  For¬ 
tunately,  in  past  years,  the  rate  of  increase  in  school  membership 
has  never  been  phenomenally  high,  and  therefore  the  needs  occa¬ 
sioned  thereby  have  been  adequately  met  as  the  same  occurred. 

Present  world  conditions,  and  the  national  emergency  result¬ 
ing  therefrom,  have  raised  the  question  whether  our  school  system 
may  not  be  called  upon  to  supply  elementary  training  in  vocational 
work  to  a  much  greater  extent.  How  far  shall  we  be  expected  to 
go  in  providing  vocational  evening  instruction  for  adults,  or  for 
those  above  ordinary  school  age?  These,  and  other  questions  of 
like  nature,  are  being  asked.  Under  an  article  in  the  Annual 
Warrant,  an  opportunity  will  be  given,  the  Town  Meeting  to 
provide  for  a  study  of  such  questions  as  they  particularly  apply  to 
our  town.  In  any  event,  a  positive  answer  will  mean  a  long  look 
into  the  future. 

Certain,  land  lying  to  the  west  and  to  the  south  of  the  High 
School  premises  could  well  be  used  in  connection  with  the  school. 
The  land  to  the  west,  of  no  great  intrinsic  value,  is  needed  to  cor¬ 
rect  a  drainage  situation  and  also  to  allow  an  incinerator  to  be 
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placed  in  a  less  dangerous  situation  than  at  present.  The  land  to 
the  south  will  be  needed  in  case  there  should  be  any  further  en¬ 
largement  or  extension  of  the  Vocational  School.  Such  land  may 
be  purchased  from  the  present  owners,  and  the  opportunity  to  do 
so  will  be  presented  to  the  Town  Meeting.  Since  the  High  School 
is  now  used  to  its  full  capacity,  and  with  more  space  for  more 
pupils  presently  needed,  some  relief  for  the  High  School  must 
soon  be  provided  in  addition  to  any  proposed  extension  of  the 
Vocational  School. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  sets  forth  various  details 
requiring  appropriation  of  money  for  the  schools,  and  to  a  reason¬ 
able  extent  such  needs  are  covered  in  the  budget  which  follows.  It 
will  be  noted  that  the  largest  increase  in  the  budget  over  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year  is  in  salaries.  These,  together  with  the  regular  increases, 
have  been  previously  determined.  Other  items  follow  the  measure 
of  experience  in  former  years.  These  various  items  cannot  well  be 
reduced  if  standards  are  to  be  maintained.  Reasonable  provision 
has  been  made  for  improvements  to  school  buildings  and  grounds, 
beyond  mere  renovation  and  repair.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  this  town,  the  same  being  the  fifty- 
fifth  in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  my  privilege  on  several  occa¬ 
sions  to  compliment  the  citizens  on  the  splendid  school  system 
which  has  been  built  up  here  in  Weymouth.  In  doing  so,  I  con¬ 
gratulated  my  predecessor,  Parker  T.  Pearson,  on  his  contributions 
to  the  growth  and  development  which  had  taken  form  under  his 
leadership. 

I  was  impressed  by  the  civic  pride  of  the  citizens,  the  sincerity 
of  purpose  of  the  School  Committee,  and  the  efficiency  and  loyalty 
of  the  department  personnel. 

Good  school  systems  do  not  just  happen — they  are  planned 
and  worked  for,  and  come  to  be  only  through  mutual  confidence 
and  co-operative  effort. 

After  a  complete  year  of  service  with  you,  I  am  convinced 
that  my  early  judgment  and  impressions  were  well  founded.  I 
came  to  a  good  school  system.  I  have  devoted  and  will  continue 
to  devote  my  energy  and  best  effort  to  its  continuance. 

In  preparing  this  report  the  Superintendent  has  included  those 
items  which  in  his  opinion  require  continued  emphasis  and  expla¬ 
nation.  Statements  of  achievement  in  various  areas  of  the  school 
program  are  included  in  the  reports  of  the  High  School  Principal, 
Director  of  the  Vocational  School,  Director  of  Courses  of  Study, 
and  supervisors,  all  of  which  follow  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

High  School 

The  crowded  conditions  in  the  high  school  present  a  problem 
which  will  require  the  careful  attention  and  consideration  of  the 
School  Committee.  Apparently  Weymouth  is  not  one  of  those 
communities  which  will  experience  an  immediate  falling  off  in 
high  school  enrollment  due  to  a  declining  birth  rate. 

There  is,  to  be  sure,  a  very  definite  change  in  the  trend  in  age 
composition  of  our  population.  The  proportion  of  the  young  is 
decreasing.  The  productive  age  group  remains  about  the  same, 
and  there  is  a  noted  increase  in  the  older  age  group.  These  trends, 
attributed  to  declining  birth  rate,  declining  death  rate,  and  immi¬ 
gration  restrictions,  have  already  affected  enrollments  in  schools 
throughout  the  country. 

The  indications  are  that  country-wide  the  rapid  increase  in 
population  is  declining  and  will  continue  to  decline  until  such 
time  as  a  maximum  population  is  reached  (which,  according  to  the 
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National  Resources  Committee,  will  be  between  1960  and  1980). 
By  this  time  the  estimated  population  of  150,000,000  to  160,- 
000,000  will  have  been  reached.  At  this  point  the  population 
will  properly  level  off  and  may  begin  a  gradual  and  slow  decline. 

In  the  meantime,  the  migration  trends  to  suburban  areas  such 
as  Weymouth  are  cancelling  any  decrease  in  the  school  enroll¬ 
ments.  In  fact,  the  present  indications  are  that  school  enrollments 
here  will  continue  to  increase,  since  the  population  as  a  whole  is 
increasing.  In  Weymouth  new  homes  are  being  built  in  consider¬ 
able  numbers,  and  many  other  home  developments  are  contem¬ 
plated.  The  national  ratio  between  the  young,  the  productive 
age,  and  the  older  age  group  will  probably  hold,  but  it  is  reason¬ 
able  to  assume  that  an  increase  in  the  total  population  will  produce 
a  proportionate  increase  in  school  enrollments.  Indications  are. 
then,  that  additional  high  school  space  will  be  needed — and  soon. 
In  fact,  a  study  of  the  high  school  principal’s  report  will  show  that 
there  is  an  enrollment  at  the  present  time  which  cannot  be  com¬ 
fortably  accommodated. 

The  High  School  Program 

This  shifting  trend  in  population  concentration  does  not  ren¬ 
der  any  the  easier  for  us  the  task  of  determining  an  educational  pro¬ 
gram.  Should  the  high  school  program  be  vocational  or  non- 
vocational ?  The  right  answer  is  probably  neither  one  exclusively, 
but  a  combination  of  both.  Pupils  must  be  assisted  through  some 
educative  process  as  they  pass  through  our  secondary  schools  if 
they  are  to  adjust  themselves  vocationally  and  socially.  (See  High 
School  Principal’s  Report  for  suggested  change  in  the  Industrial 
Arts  program  for  girls.) 

It  would  seem  that  a  program  for  secondary  education  for  Wey¬ 
mouth  should  strike  a  balance  between  the  cultural,  the  specialized, 
and  general  vocational  training.  Even  then,  the  problem  will  not 
be  entirely  solved.  There  will  still  remain  the  necessity  of  provid¬ 
ing  the  opportunity  for  persons  to  train  and  re-train  after  leaving 
the  secondary  schools.  This  is  just  another  way  of  saying  that  a 
suitable  program  of  adult  education  is  necessary. 

An  educational  program  must  reflect  conditions.  It  must  be 
consistent  with  our  dynamic  economic  life.  The  right  system  of 
education  will  significantly  increase  the  intelligence  and  efficiency 
of  labor  and  citizenship.  Ours  must  be  a  system  which  provides 
opportunity  for  an  individual  to  rise  through  his  own  efforts  to 
positions  of  competence  and  respect. 

Our  program  must  also  continue — yes — and  even  increase  the 
emphasis  placed  on  building  attitudes  and  habits  of  living  which 
will  promote  positive  health.  We  need  well  planned  and  well 
administered  programs  of  health  and  physical  education.  We  can¬ 
not  afford  to  lose  sight  of  this  important  phase  of  our  program. 
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It  is  desirable  to  increase  the  emphasis  placed  on  consumer  and 
conservation  education.  (Work  along  these  lines  has  yielded  most 
satisfactory  results  in  the  grades  under  the  efficient  guidance  of 
Miss  Brassill.)  We  should  continue  and  increase,  if  possible,  the 
emphasis  and  clear  understanding  of  the  nature  of  democracy  and 
the  goals  to  which  it  aspires.  The  blessings  and  material  well¬ 
being  which  our  people  have  enjoyed  cannot  be  taken  for  granted. 
Meaning  must  be  put  into  the  words,  Human  Liberty,  Dignity, 
and  Equality. 

Guidance 

The  complexities  of  modern  life  make  it  necessary  as  never 
before  that  vocational  and  educational  guidance  be  provided. 
Pupils  need  assistance  in  arriving  at  decisions  relative  to  vocational 
and  educational  careers.  They  need  assistance  in  their  social  ad¬ 
justment  problems.  Our  principals  and  teachers  have  applied 
themselves  to  these  needs.  They  must  continue  their  efforts  and 
constantly  improve  themselves  in  the  techniques  of  directing  their 
pupils  to  information  and  into  types  of  approaches  which  will 
enable  them  to  work  out  their  own  solutions. 

Defense  Program 

We  have  been  forced  into  a  national  defense  program  of  enor¬ 
mous  proportions  through  circumstances  over  which  we  have  no 
control.  The  demands,  nevertheless,  are  urgent,  and  time  is  the 
essence  of  the  problem.  The  schools  of  Weymouth,  along  with 
other  schools  all  over  the  country,  will  make  such  contributions 
as  they  can  to  this  national  emergency. 

The  immediate  demands  include  intensive  training  in  technical 
trades  in  such  numbers  and  in  such  fields  as  the  defense  authorities 
may  require.  Courses  in  Weymouth  are  being  organized  in  two 
areas — metal  work  and  welding,  these  being  the  only  ones  which 
we  are  equipped  to  furnish.  Under  the  present  plan,  these  courses 
will  be  started  in  early  January. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for  trained  mechanics,  but  we  are  not 
equipped  to  go  into  this  field. 

As  a  member  of  the  Weymouth  Public  Safety  Committee  and 
Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Vocational  Education,  your 
superintendent  has  suggested  that  in  studying  the  demands  of  the 
present  emergency  careful  attention  be  given  to  the  future  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  present  vocational  offering.  The  contention  is  that  by 
looking  at,  through,  and  beyond  the  immediate  needs  of  national 
defense,  the  immediate  work  might  be  planned  so  that  it  could 
contribute  to  the  type  of  vocational  education  which  the  com¬ 
munity  would  wish  to  continue  permanently.  Because  this  policy 
seems  to  be  sound,  it  has  received  the  support  of  the  Vocational 
Committee  and  citizens  familiar  with  the  vocational  needs  of  the 
community. 
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There  is  and  has  been,  on  the  basis  of  the  best  data  available, 
a  very  definite  need  for  machinists  in  private  industry  over  and 
above  the  present  supply.  This  being  so,  it  would  seem  that 
Weymouth,  in  order  to  provide  its  young  people  with  additional 
opportunities  for  vocational  adjustment,  should  establish  a  machine 
shop  and  the  necessary  classrooms  as  a  part  of  its  trade  school  offer¬ 
ing.  It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  when  an  effort  is  made  to 
contribute  to  the  national  emergency,  it  be  done  with  this  per¬ 
manent  extension  in  mind.  Such  a  course  will  avoid  duplication 
of  effort  and  will  not  cause  additional  delay  in  starting,  since 
building  expansion  will  be  necessary  before  even  the  emergency 
work  in  machine  shops  can  be  established. 

Cafeteria 

Weymouth  may  well  be  proud  of  its  high  school  cafeteria 
service.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  state  that  nowhere  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  do  pupils  get  more  value  or  better  planned  and  balanced  meals 
for  their  money  than  here.  The  speed  and  apparent  ease  with  which 
approximately  1,900  persons  are  served  daily  speak  well  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  manager  and  her  cafeteria  staff. 

The  financial  statement  also  testifies  to  the  efficiency  of  opera¬ 
tion.  Our  cafeteria  is  operated  on  what  might  be  called  a  “co¬ 
operative”  method.  Essentially,  it  is  a  pooling  of  all  the  pennies 
which  the  pupils  would  like  to  exchange  for  luncheon  materials. 
From  this  fund,  foodstuffs  are  bought,  prepared,  and  served.  There 
is  no  profit  motive  in  such  a  method  of  operation.  The  object  is 
to  render  the  best  service  possible  on  a  self-supporting  basis,  not 
to  make  money.  This  co-operative  method  is  recognized  as  the 
most  efficient  method  of  operation,  primarily  because  it  is  sensi¬ 
tive  to  efficient  management  and  immediately  responsive  to  suc¬ 
cessful  or  unsuccessful  operation. 

Since  its  inception,  the  Weymouth  High  School  cafeteria  has 
been  self-supporting.  All  equipment,  supplies,  maintenance,  and 
operating  expenses  have  been  paid  for  out  of  receipts,  including  gas 
consumption.  The  Town  has  not  been  asked  to  make  a  single 
expenditure  except  for  providing  quarters  (as  provided  by  law) 
and  paying  the  salary  of  a  dietitian,  whose  duties  are  to  plan  the 
meals  and  supervise  their  preparation,  manage  the  business  of  the 
cafeteria,  and  teach  in  the  girls  division  of  the  industrial  arts 
department. 

An  inspection  of  the  menus  and  observation  of  the  servings 
will  immediately  reveal  the  fact  that  certain  dishes  are  manufac¬ 
tured  at  a  loss.  It  is  necessary  to  do  this  in  order  to  maintain  a 
balanced  diet  for  those  who  buy  all  of  their  lunch  from  the  cafe¬ 
teria.  It  requires  no  mathematical  computation  to  reveal  the  fact 
that  the  cafeteria  could  not  operate  on  a  self-supporting  basis  it 
the  same  were  true  for  all  articles  on  the  menu.  Obviously,  some 
items  have  to  be  sold  at  a  profit.  A  portion  of  the  profit  from  the 
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sale  of  such  items  is  used  to  offset  the  lack  of  profit,  or  loss,  on  other 
items. 

Careful  buying,  planning,  and  avoidance  of  waste  are  ex¬ 
tremely  important,  since  there  is  so  little  margin  between  success 
and  failure  in  operation.  These  details  are  all  receiving  careful 
attention;  and  the  objective  of  good  cafeteria  operation,  which  is 
to  turn  profits  into  both  quality  and  quantity  of  food  served,  has 
been  achieved  to  a  high  degree. 

There  are  many  factors  which  make  successful  cafeteria 
operation  difficult.  Fluctuating  prices,  irregular  attendance  of 
pupils,  weather  conditions,  etc.,  are  indicative  of  such  factors.  It  is, 
therefore,  good  business  practice  to  build  up  a  reserve  of  approxi¬ 
mately  ten  per  cent  of  the  annual  gross  business,  to  serve  as  a 
buffer  to  absorb  the  effect  of  these  deterring  factors  in  order  to  avoid 
the  necessity  of  raising  prices.  This  will  be  the  policy  of  the 
department,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  accomplish  this  end. 

After  this  objective  is  achieved,  there  will  be,  if  the  cafeteria 
continues  on  its  path  of  successful  operation,  surpluses  in  varying 
amounts  after  operating  costs,  maintenance  costs,  replacement 
costs,  and  new  equipment  costs  are  paid.  These  surpluses  prob¬ 
ably  will  not  be  sufficient  to  warrant  a  price  reduction  on  any  item. 
T  he  cent  being  the  smallest  unit  of  exchange,  and  the  volume  be¬ 
ing  large,  the  reduction  of  a  penny  might,  and  probably  would, 
result  in  a  loss  instead  of  a  profit.  The  matter  of  increasing  the 
portions  served  is  hardly  to  be  considered,  since  servings  are  already 
generous  and  such  a  course  would  result  in  a  loss  through  waste  or 
loss  through  inadequate  returns  for  the  amounts  consumed.  The 
profit  cannot  be  returned  directly  to  the  consumer,  since  there  is 
no  way  of  determining  a  base  for  such  distribution. 

To  what  legitimate  use,  then,  can  these  profits  be  turned?  It 
has  been  the  policy  in  the  past  to  use  surpluses  for  the  purchase  of 
services  and  items  of  direct  value  to  the  high  school  and  its  pupils 
as  a  whole.  This  will  continue  to  be  the  policy,  for  the  following 
reasons:  These  profits  have  been  derived  from  the  pupils  through 
their  purchase  of  food.  The  fact  that  they  have  received  value  for 
money  paid  is  not  the  matter  under  consideration.  The  issue  under 
consideration  is  to  determine  what  legitimate  use  can  be  made  of 
the  surpluses  which  for  reasons  stated  above  have  accumulated.  The 
policy  of  using  the  money  for  the  benefit  of  the  high  schooFas  a 
whole  by  the  purchase  of  such  desirable  extras  as  do  not  neces¬ 
sarily  come  within  the  scope  of  appropriated  funds  would  seem 
to  be  a  reasonable  disposition. 

Physical  Education 

Until  this  year  the  physical  education  program  has  been  built 
around  each  school,  with  the  responsibility  of  administration  rest¬ 
ing  with  the  principals.  Last  September,  Mr.  Harry  Arlanson  was 
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assigned  the  responsibility  of  reorganizing  and  inaugurating  an 
articulated  physical  education  program  to  be  operative  under  his 
direction  as  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education. 

During  September  and  October,  Mr.  Arlanson  visited  sur¬ 
rounding  and  comparable  communities.  His  study  and  efforts 
resulted  in  the  setting  up  of  a  tentative  program  for  grades  1 
through  8.  (His  program  was  started  in  November.) 

The  program  was  divided  into  four  major  divisions: 

Division  I  is  adapted  to  the  needs  and  interests  of  grades  1  and  2 : 

Division  II,  to  the  needs  and  interests  of  grades  3  and  4; 

Division  III,  to  the  needs  and  interests  of  grades  3  and  6: 

Division  IV,  to  the  needs  and  interests  of  grades  7  and  8. 

Quite  obviously,  a  complete  program  of  physical  education 
could  not  be  ready-made  and  fitted  to  the  department  needs  at  a 
given  instant,  and  no  effort  was  made  to  accomplish  the  impossible. 
There  is  a  certain  continuity  in  a  well-planned  physical  education 
program;  that  is,  the  work  planned  for  grades  3  and  4,  for  example, 
depends  somewhat  on  the  co-ordination,  skills,  and  habits  developed 
in  grades  1  and  2;  and  the  work  of  each  division  is  dependent  in 
part  on  the  foundations  built  in  the  preceding  division  or  divisions. 
Therefore,  a  complete  program  was  built  for  grades  1  and  2,  which 
it  is  planned  to  cover,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  program  was 
made  operative  two  months  after  the  opening  of  school.  The 
work  for  grades  3  and  4  includes  as  much  of  the  first  and  second 
grade  fundamentals  as  would  interest  older  pupils,  together  with 
that  portion  of  the  third  and  fourth  grade  work  which  is  not 
dependent  on  earlier  grade  development.  The  same  principle  was 
applied  to  the  adaptation  of  the  work  for  the  remaining  upper 
grades. 

Three  or  four  years  will,  therefore,  be  required  to  establish  a 
complete,  well-balanced  program.  In  the  meantime,  principals 
and  teachers  will  co-operate  by  making  recommendations  to  be 
considered  in  revision,  modification,  or  extension,  as  conditions 
may  require. 

Dental  Clinic 

For  the  purpose  of  developing  “tooth  consciousness  among 
the  pupils,  the  Dental  Hygienist,  Miss  Virginia  Loring,  is  making 
monthly  visits  to  the  classrooms  in  accordance  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  schedule:

Mrs.  Dora  S.  White  taught  in  the  High  School  for  twenty 
years.  Due  to  her  careful,  conscientious  work,  students  from 
her  classes  entered  college  thoroughly  prepared  in  the  fields  ot 
United  States  history  and  English.  The  generous  giving  of 
her  time  outside  of  school  hours  to  extracurricular  activities, 
in  addition  to  the  painstaking  and  effective  teaching  of  her 
assigned  subjects,  made  her  a  very  valuable  member  of  the 
teaching  staff.  Her  retirement  is  a  correspondingly  great  loss. 

Miss  Martha  A.  Loud  taught  in  the  Weymouth  schools  for 
nearly  twenty-five  years,  the  last  twenty-two  at  the  Hunt 
School.  Her  cheery  good  nature  and  zest  for  living  leave  a 
happy  memory  to  her  pupils  and  associates.  Her  keen  in¬ 
terest  in  all  people  and  events  assures  us  that  she  will  continue 
to  live  a  happy  and  useful  life  in  her  retirement  from  school 
work. 

Budget 

The  fact  that  a  school  budget  is  prepared  annually  leads  to  the 
belief  that  it  is  just  a  statement  concerning  desired  income  for  ex¬ 
penditure  during  a  definite  period — the  fiscal  year.  This  is  only 
partially  true.  It  is  true  in  the  sense  that  a  budget  does  have  to  be 
prepared  each  year.  It  is,  however,  a  narrow  view  of  the  school 
department  budgetary  problem.  In  its  broader  concept,  the  annual 
department  budget  concerns  itself  with  many  factors,  ranging  from 
those  evidenced  in  past  performances  to  those  likely  to  be  experi¬ 
enced  in  future  planning.  Department  policy,  future  planning, 
and  administrative  educational  improvements  are  reflected  in  its 
inclusion. 

Policies  previously  adopted  become  commitments  in  subse¬ 
quent  budgets;  for  example:  the  setting  up  of  a  system  of  annual 
salary  increments  for  beginning  teachers  and  teachers  who  have 
not  reached  the  maximum  in  any  one  year  is  bound  to  affect  the 
salary  item  for  several  years  to  come.  There  are  variables  in  the 
situation,  such  as  those  experienced  when  a  teacher  on  the  maxi¬ 
mum  salary  leaves  the  system  and  is  replaced  by  a  teacher  on  the 
beginners'  salary;  but  these  instances  cannot  be  accurately  antici¬ 
pated,  except  in  the  few  cases  when  teachers  will  reach  the  compul¬ 
sory  retirement  age.  Even  then,  the  vacancy  may  be  in  a  key 
position,  which,  for  the  best  interests  of  the  system,  requires 
replacement  by  a  person  with  experience  and  training,  necessitating 
a  salary  at  or  near  the  maximum. 

By  and  large,  a  salary  schedule  providing  for  annual  incre¬ 
ments  increases  the  salary  item  in  the  budget  not  only  for  the  year 
of  adoption  but  for  a  period  of  years  to  follow.  For  example,  the 
increases  which  were  adopted  in  1939  increased  the  1940  budget 
by  an  amount  approximately  three  times  as  great.  This  is  due  to 
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the  fact  that  increases  for  the  most  part  are  effective  as  of  September 
following  the  annual  town  meeting;  the  period,  September,  Octo¬ 
ber,  November,  and  December,  is  one-third  of  a  year  (our  teachers 
being  paid  on  the  twelve-month  basis) .  On  the  same  basis,  the 
increases  approved  for  1940  have  increased  the  1941  salary  esti¬ 
mates  approximately  $10,000.00. 

These  facts  are,  of  course,  generally  understood,  but  are  some¬ 
times  lost  track  of  in  analyzing  an  estimated  budget  for  a  particular 
year.  The  policies  which  have  been  adopted  in  Weymouth  are 
sound  and  represent  clear  thinking  on  the  part  of  those  initiating 
them.  They  also  reflect  credit  to  the  citizens  for  making  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  start  and  continue  them.  School  Department  salaries  in 
Weymouth  are  neither  the  highest  nor  the  lowest  paid  in  compar¬ 
able  communities.  If  maximum  salaries  are  listed  for  suburban 
Boston  communities  and  for  those  towns  ranging  from  20,000  to 
25,000  in  population,  those  paid  in  Weymouth  will  be  found 
to  be  at  or  near  the  median. 

Measurement  Program 

There  has  been  a  real  effort  to  promote  better  teaching-learn¬ 
ing  activities  in  our  schools.  This  effort  should  receive  continued 
support  and  encouragement. 

Probably  no  single  activity  can  do  more  to  achieve  this  goal 
than  an  effective  measurement  program  and  a  careful  record  system. 
A  measurement  program  furnishes  a  better  guide  toward  the 
achievement  of  objectives,  and  justifies  itself  on  the  basis  of  results. 
We  need  valid  diagnosis  and  appraisal  to  improve  teaching  and 
learning.  A  good  record  system  will  provide  for  cumulative  record¬ 
ing  of  these  data  and  other  significant  information,  all  of  which  are 
so  important  for  supplementing  teacher  judgment — all  to  the  end 
that  the  best  guidance  and  teaching-learning  relations  may  be 
provided  for  each  pupil. 

The  point  is  sometimes  made  that  measurement  programs  arc 
all  right  and  may  have  a  place  in  large  centers,  but  that  they  have 
no  place  in  small  systems.  The  purpose  of  education  is  to  effect 
desirable  changes  in  individuals.  Measurement  furnishes  infor¬ 
mation  concerning  the  nature  and  the  rate  of  these  changes.  About 
the  same  information  is  needed  in  all  communities  which  hold  to 
this  conception  of  education.  Therefore,  the  size  of  the  community 
would  seem  to  have  no  bearing,  except  perhaps  in  the  method  of 
administrating. 

Teachers  welcome  valid  information  concerning  pupils  to 
supplement  their  judgment.  They  recognize  that  the  most  im¬ 
portant  teacher  activity  is  to  aid  pupils  to  identify  and  solve  their 
difficulties.  They  should  have  information  concerning  mental 
maturity,  learning  skills,  and  achievement  for  each  pupil.  The 
testing  program  which  has  been  carried  on  under  the  Director  of 
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Courses  of  Study  should  be  extended.  This  can  be  done  at 
negligible  cost. 

Marking  System 

At  the  teachers’  meeting  in  September,  the  Superintendent 
spoke  in  part  on  the  problem  of  marking.  Subsequent  discussions 
revealed  that  there  is  general  dissatisfaction  with  marking  systems. 
The  challenge  was  accepted  by  the  principals  and  the  entire  teaching 
staff,  to  study  this  important  problem  to  determine  what,  if  any¬ 
thing,  could  be  done  by  way  of  standardizing  methods  to  improvt 
the  marking  system  in  our  schools. 

It  was  decided  that  marking  is  a  form  of  measurement,  and 
should  represent  the  pupil’s  achievement  in  the  subject  in  which 
the  grade  is  assigned. 

It  was  agreed  that  any  attempt  to  include  various  abilities, 
habits,  traits,  and  attitudes  as  a  part  of  the  achievement  rank  would 
lead  only  to  confusion  and  inaccuracy. 

It  was  recognized  that  the  possession  of  certain  habits  and 
personal  qualities  or  character  traits  contributes  to  a  higher  degree 
of  achievement  and  are,  therefore,  worth  cultivating;  but  that  each 
should  receive  its  own  evaluation  and  that  none  should  be  included 
in  the  grade  representing  the  degree  of  achievement  in  any  subject 

matter  field. 

It  was  decided  that  a  five -step  system  would  be  about  as  fine 
a  distribution  as  the  established  measuring  devices  could  distinguish. 

It  was  agreed  that  no  system  of  grading  has  meaning  except  as 
it  is  defined  and,  therefore,  that  any  system  which  might  be  adopted 
must  be  very  carefully  defined  in  order  that  uniform  meaning 
might  be  read  into  the  method. 

This  study  will  continue  through  the  school  year  ending  in 
June. 

No  School  Signal 

Dissatisfaction  which  arises  out  of  this  School  Committee 
regulation  is  principally  traceable  to  misplaced  emphasis.  There 
has  been  constant  stress  on  PERFECT  ATTENDANCE,  whereas  em¬ 
phasis  should  be  placed  on  REGULAR  ATTENDANCE.  Conditions 
arise  when  the  health  of  a  child  might  be  impaired  by  his  own 
or  his  parents’  effort  to  maintain  a  record  of  perfect  attendance. 
It  is  not  advocated  that  children  should  be  kept  out  of  school 
indiscriminately.  Success  in  school  is  dependent  in  part  on  regular 
attendance,  and  every  effort  consistent  with  the  health  interests  of 
the  child  should  be  made  to  maintain  a  record  of  regular  attend¬ 
ance.  Whether  a  child  should  or  should  not  attend  school  on  a 
certain  day  cannot  be  intelligently  determined  by  the  fact  that  the 
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no  school”  signal  has  or  has  not  been  sounded.  It  would  seem 
that  the  best  health  interests  of  the  child  could  be  better  served  by 
parental  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  on  a  certain  day  the  child 
is  a  fit  subject  to  attend  school,  be  that  day  fair  or  stormy. 

Schools  today  hold  a  real  appeal  for  most  children.  They 
look  forward  to  the  activities  of  each  new  day  with  enthusiasm  and 
object  to  having  their  routine  interrupted.  However,  health  is  an 
important  part  of  the  school  program,  and  best  results  will  be 
obtained  by  attendance  records  which  conform  to  the  health  needs 
of  the  individual.  There  is  also  a  responsibility  to  the  group.  No 
child  should  knowingly  be  allowed  to  infect  his  schoolmates. 

The  School  Committee  regulation  is  simply  stated  and  easy 
to  interpret:  “The  No  School  signal  will  be  given  at  7:30  a.  m. 
when  transportation  by  bus  is  impossible.”  During  a  recent  storm 
this  fall,  the  transportation  manager  stated  to  the  Superintendent 
that  because  of  road  conditions  the  buses  would  probably  be  un¬ 
able  to  cover  the  route.  The  “no  school”  signal  was  promptly 
sounded.  There  are  in  the  course  of  a  year  but  few  instances  when 
buses  cannot  operate.  The  “no  school”  signal  will,  therefore, 
rarely  be  sounded.  Generally,  schools  will  be  open  in  stormy 
weather.  Whether  or  not  a  child  attends  will  rest  with  the  decision 
of  the  parents. 

Maintenance  for  1940

all  phases  of  the  work.  Items  which  occur  annually,  such  as  in¬ 
spection  and  repair  of  boilers,  repairs  to  pupils’  desks  and  chairs, 
parting  beads,  glazing,  window  cords,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.,  are  considered 
as  minor  repairs  and  are  not  made  a  part  of  this  report.

Maintenance  for  1941 

The  emphasis  on  production  for  defense  is  causing  increas¬ 
ingly  long  delays  on  deliveries  -of  materials  needed  for  essential 
maintenance  work.  It  will,  therefore,  be  expedient  to  anticipate 
emergencies  which  may  arise,  and  have  on  hand  certain  replace¬ 
ment  parts  essential  to  the  operation  of  the  schools. 

We  have  six  schools  equipped  with  stokers.  Certain  replace¬ 
ment  parts  should  be  purchased  and  stored.  There  is  one  boiler 
at  the  High  School  and  one  at  the  Hunt  School  which  will  prob¬ 
ably  need  retubing  this  year.  Tubes  should  be  purchased  and 
stored.  These  needs  have  been  only  partially  included  in  the 

budget. 

The  heating  plant  at  the  James  Humphrey  School  was  installed 
in  1906.  The  1941  budget  should  provide  for  a  new  boiler,  with 
a  stoker,  and  the  replacement  of  the  pipe  radiation  in  eight  class¬ 
rooms  with  modern  radiators.  (This  item  is  not  included  in  the 

1941  estimates.)

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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

Report  of  Flora  Haviland  McGrath 
Director  of  Courses  of  Study 

A  school  system  which  assists  its  pupils  in  acquiring  a  degree 
of  perfection  in  the  fundamental  skills,  which  stimulates  in  them 
a  desire  for  the  acquisition  and  practice  of  good  habits,  and  which 
instills  an  appreciation  of  democracy  and  the  “American  way  of 
life,"  justifies  its  place  in  the  community.  These  are  the  aims  to 
which  our  efforts  are  directed. 


To  achieve  objectives,  many  specific  acts  are  necessary.  A  few 
of  these  are  recorded  herewith. 


General  Testing 

In  January  1940,  permission  was  given  to  Dr.  E.  L.  Thorn¬ 
dike  of  the  Institute  of  Educational  Research  (Teachers’  College. 
Columbia)  to  give  to  all  sixth  grade  pupils  in  the  Weymouth 
public  schools  a  test  requiring  ability  to  compute,  reason,  read, 
and  judge.  Thus  Weymouth  became  one  of  fifteen  towns  with  a 
population  range  of  twenty  to  twenty-five  thousand  where  an 
attempt  was  made  to  measure  the  innate  abilities  and  achievement 
within  the  same  community  and  among  other  communities.  The 
total  number  of  sixth  grade  pupils  tested  in  these  towns  was 
4,391.  All  corrections  and  tabulations  were  made  in  the  Division 
of  Psychology  conducted  by  Dr.  Thorndike  and  the  results  sent 
to  us.  The  names  of  towns  and  individuals  other  than  our  own 
were  anonymous. 

A  graph  often  gives  a  vivid  and  concise  picture  which  no  mul¬ 
tiplication  of  words  can  express.  Following  receipt  of  these  test¬ 
ing  results,  a  graph  was  made.  After  all  scores  were  listed  and 
comparisons  made,  the  graph  indicated  only  three  towns  notice¬ 
ably  higher  than  Weymouth. 

Arithmetic 

Working  on  the  premise  already  set  forth  by  many  leaders  in 
the  field  of  arithmetic,  namely,  that  a  high  degree  of  accuracy 
in  fundamentals  is  possible,  the  following  plan  was  carried  out 
in  grade  III: 


Two  tests  were  given,  one  made  up  of  100  primary  addition 
facts;  the  other,  of  100  subtraction  facts.  Sixteen  third  grades 
were  given  the  100  primary  addition  facts  with  the  following 
results:

In  the  subtraction  facts,  1  1  classes  had  a  median  of  90  or  above. 
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In  April,  a  problem-solving  and  fundamentals  survey  was 
made  in  grades  VII  and  VIII.  This  was  followed  by  a  complete 
survey  from  grades  III  through  VIII  which  based  the  testing 
on  the  requirements  for  the  grade. 

English 

During  May  and  June,  testing  in  English  was  carried  on  from 
grades  IV  through  VIII. 

The  English  outline  which  has  been  in  use  for  the  past  ten 
years  is  being  revised  by  committees  made  up  of  teachers  from 
the  respective  grades.  The  material  for  the  first  three  grades  which 
has  already  been  received  is  unusually  well  planned  and  represents 
much  careful  research. 

It  is  planned  to  have  the  project  ready  for  use  in  September 
1941. 

Spelling  and  Writing 

In  October  1940,  the  spelling  and  writing  survey  was  carried 
on  in  grades  II  through  VIII.  While  the  results  were  excellent 
in  nearly  every  class,  the  outstanding  record  in  grade  II  is  worthy 
of  special  comment.  Out  of  3  55  pupils  taking  the  spelling  test, 
there  were  only  8  complete  failures.  On  investigating  these,  it 
was  found  that  4  were  pupils  who  had  recently  entered  from  other 
systems,  and  4  those  who  had  definite  traits  of  retardation. 

Science 

The  new  science  readers  (the  Scientific  Living  Series,  published 
by  The  L.  W.  Singer  Company)  which  were  placed  in  many  of 
the  lower  grades  are  stimulating  interest  and  appreciation  in  the 
science  field.  It  is  hoped  that  the  adoption  will  be  completed  in 
1941. 

An  interesting  unit  in  astronomy  was  conducted  in  April  at 
the  Hunt  School  by  grades  VII  and  VIII  under  the  guidance  of 
Mr.  Edward  Tracy.  The  final  program  was  presented  for  Mr. 

Ihibadeau  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  teachers. 

Other  Activities 

Again  this  year,  the  pupils  in  the  grades  are  having  the  benefit 
of  a  story  hour  once  a  week  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  interest 
in  good  reading.  The  plan,  which  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
Tufts  Fund  and  the  co-operation  of  the  J  rustees  and  Librarian 
of  the  Tufts  Library,  provides  one  program  in  each  school.  The 
work  is  carried  on  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  J.  Cronan,  professional 
story-tellers  for  the  public  libraries  of  Boston. 

In  observance  of  Good  Book  Week,  the  pupils  of  grades  VII 
and  VIII  under  the  guidance  of  their  teachers  entered  an  essay 
contest  conducted  by  Miss  Rachel  M.  Bodine  of  the  Children  s 
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Department  of  the  Tufts  Library.  The  subjects  chosen  were  “My 
Favorite  Illustrator,’’  “My  Favorite  Author,”  and  “Good  Books, 
Good  Friends.”  The  first  award  was  a  copy  of  “Woodcraft”  by 
Bernard  S.  Mason,  and  the  second  award,  a  copy  of  “Away  at  Sea" 
by  Stephen  W.  Meader.  The  following  pupils  received  awards  and 
honorable  mention:

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  Mr.  WALLACE  L.  WHITTLE.  Principal 

In  submitting  my  annual  report,  I  should  like  to  call  attention 
to  the  size  of  some  of  the  classes.  An  average  of  twenty-five  pupils 
per  division  is  considered  the  maximum  number  with  which  to 
do  efficient  work.  We  have  been  able  to  keep  to  this  size  in  some 
subjects  but  have  had  to  increase  the  size  far  above  this  figure  in 
others.  Due  to  the  fact  that  practically  every  room  and  every 
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teacher  is  busy  each  period  during  the  week,  there  is  little  chance 
of  alleviating  overcrowded  conditions  as  they  arise. 

In  the  making  of  a  program,  the  sizes  of  the  divisions  are 
determined  in  June.  During  the  summer  and  early  fall,  transfer 
students,  whose  numbers  or  electives  we  cannot  possibly  antici¬ 
pate,  enter  the  school.  This  year,  for  example,  there  were  sixty- 
three  students  transferring  from  other  towns  to  Weymouth.  Most 
of  these  entered  the  freshman  and  sophomore  classes,  so  that  today 
some  of  our  classes  number  as  high  as  thirty-eight.  With  no  elasti¬ 
city  to  our  program,  no  relief  can  be  given.  Inasmuch  as  the  State 
requires  an  average  of  not  more  than  thirty  pupils  for  a  Class  A 
high  school,  the  condition  is  becoming  increasingly  serious. 

It  is  my  thought  that,  with  the  increased  interest  in  voca¬ 
tional  training  shown  among  our  pupils,  more  of  them  should 
be  accommodated  in  regular  trade  courses,  thus  relieving  the 
crowded  conditions  in  the  main  building.  Outside  of  our  Voca¬ 
tional  School  courses,  there  is  little  of  actual  practical  experience 
that  we  may  offer,  other  than  in  our  business  and  home  economics 
group.  The  college  courses  are  determined  by  the  college  entrance 
requirements,  and  in  our  general  course  we  can  offer  mainly  cul¬ 
tural  subjects  with  bookkeeping  and  possibly  typewriting.  It  is 
my  opinion  that  trade  work  of  some  kind  should  be  made  avail¬ 
able,  part  time,  to  those  who  do  not  wish  to  specialize  as  in  the 
regular  trade  courses. 

We  hope  to  make  our  home  economics  course  available  to 
more  girls  by  adding  two  alternate  courses  to  it.  Such  a  change 
would  not  add  to  the  cost  of  the  course,  but  would  allow  girls 
to  take  the  regular  four-year  home  economics  course,  or  at  the  end 
of  two  years  make  electives  in  business  or  college  work.  The 
latter  change  could  be  arranged  so  as  to  prepare  girls  for  the 
nursing  profession  or  study  in  dietetics.  In  the  business  alternative, 
the  girls  would  have  two  years  of  the  homemaking  course  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  two  years  of  definite  business  training.  We  feel  that  such 
a  change  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  all  concerned,  provided  such 
an  arrangement  can  be  made. 

We  are  also  contemplating  a  revision  of  our  grading  system, 
inasmuch  as  many  inequalities  exist,  which  we  feel  should  be 
remedied.  Such  a  revision  would  not  mean  a  change  in  former 
policies,  except  in  the  symbol  used  to  express  the  pupils’  marks: 
neither  will  it  affect  standards  in  any  way.  It  is  generally  accepted 
that  numerical  averages  do  not  do  justice  to  all  pupils  and  would 
vary  somewhat  among  different  teachers.  A  grade  expressed  in 
letters  answers  the  same  purpose  and  is,  in  reality,  much  fairer  to 

the  pupils. 

Our  N.  Y.  A.  aid  from  the  government  has  continued  as  usual. 
This  allows  thirty  pupils  to  receive  as  much  as  $6.00  per  month 
during  the  school  year.

District  Meet.  The  football  team  was  outstanding,  winning  the 
so-called  “Class  C  Championship”  of  the  State.  Through  the 
generosity  of  the  townspeople,  the  squad  was  given  a  trip  to 

Washington,  which  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  boys.

The  distribution  of  the  time  available  for  the  use  of  our  two 
gymnasiums  is  somewhat  of  a  problem.  The  gymnasiums  are 
used  by  classes  from  8:45  to  2:15;  and  by  the  basketball,  wres¬ 
tling,  track,  and  Vocational  School  basketball  teams,  in  addition  to 
the  girls'  sports  teams,  the  Junior  Annex,  and  the  Adams-Wash- 
ington  School  basketball  teams,  from  2:15  to  5:30.  We  now 
have  a  request  from  the  Humphrey-Jefferson  School  basketball 
team.  If  all  of  these  teams  are  to  be  accommodated,  the  time 
allotted  to  each  must  be  limited,  and  the  results  of  their  inter¬ 
school  contests  must  necessarily  suffer.  We  naturally  wish  to  keep 
the  standard  of  play  of  all  our  teams  at  its  present  high  level,  but 
find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  find  enough  time  for  each  of  them 
to  practice. 

The  band  has  functioned  at  all  football  games  and  has  been 
well  received.  The  orchestra  and  glee  clubs  and  the  other  various 
extracurricular  activities  are  carrying  on  as  usual. 
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Our  Camera  Club  this  year  chose  as  a  project  the  taking  of 
moving  pictures  of  the  football  games.  This  work  was  exceedingly 
well  done,  and  was  of  great  educational  value  to  them.  The  pic¬ 
tures  were  also  used  each  week  by  the  football  coach  as  a  means 
of  showing  the  team  its  mistakes  and  improving  its  play.  The 
results  made  this  project  a  much  worthwhile  undertaking. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  School 
Department  for  their  sincere  co-operation  in  making  this  a  very 
pleasant  and  successful  year.  To  the  pupils,  I  should  like  to  say 
that  our  relations  on  the  whole  have  been  most  cordial,  and  I 
wish  to  thank  them  for  their  helpful  attitude. 


WEYMOUTH  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 
Report  of  Mr.  FRANCIS  E.  WHIPPLE,  Director 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  every  facility  of  the  school 
has  been  used  to  capacity.  The  number  of  boys  applying  for  admis¬ 
sion  was  larger  than  ever.  In  fact,  more  boys  asked  to  enter  than 
were  actually  enrolled  in  the  school  a  year  before,  and  ninety  boys 
who  wanted  to  pursue  a  trade  course  could  not  be  accommodated. 

In  view  of  our  policy  of  providing  public  education  of  the  type 
desired  by  the  children  and  their  parents,  it  is  obvious  that  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  facilities  for  teaching  the  skilled  trades  is  most  urgently 
needed  in  Weymouth.  The  question  is  in  what  direction  should 
these  extensions  be  made.  Should  the  capacity  of  the  present  courses 
be  increased  to  absorb  all  who  wish  to  enroll ?  Or  should  the  offer¬ 
ings  of  the  school  be  diversified  to  include  many  trades  with  moder¬ 
ate-sized  groups  enrolled  in  each? 

I  think  the  answer  is  clear.  While  there  is  great  interest  in 

certain  trades,  like  automobile  repair  and  sheet  metal f^Lonth 
departments  are  large  enough  with  relation  to  the  size  of  Weymouth 
and  the  number  of  job  openings.  We  should,  by  al }  ,m  A  *’ ^ 
sify  our  courses  to  include  as  many  general  basic  fields  of  emp  y 
ment  as  possible.  In  past  reports  I  have  tried  to  look  into  the  future 
and  plan  the  direction  in  which  our  expansion  sh°ul^°, 
to  previous  reports  will  show  that  courses  hke  /YAn  haTne 
welding,  wood  and  metal  finishing,  airplane  ground  work,  baking, 
plumbing,  and  shoemaking  have  been  recommended. 

Considering  employment  conditions  as  they  are  today,  these 
courses  still  appear  to  be  highly  desirable.  In  fact,  some  of  them 
are  so  urgently  needed  in  defense  work  that  the  Federal  government 
has  devoted  trillions  of  dollars  to  carrying  on  twenty-four-hour-.- 
day  training  programs  to  teach  them. 

For  Weymouth,  we  should,  now,  go  ahead  on  an  expansion 
program  which  includes  as  many  courses  as  possible. 
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The  following  table  shows  exactly  how  many  boys  applied  for 
the  various  courses:

*An  indeterminate  number  of  applicants  for  sheet  metal  work  were  turned 
away  orally  because  of  the  already  large  demand.  No  record  of  this  num¬ 
ber  is  available.  Seats  and  programs  are  planned  for  those  who  enroll 
in  the  spring.  Late  comers  in  September  found  most  places  tilled.

Of  the  105  freshmen,  three  were  admitted  on  a  special  basis 
without  having  completed  the  eighth  grade:  58  came  from  the 
eighth  grade:  25  from  the  ninth  grade:  14  from  the  tenth  grade: 
one  from  the  eleventh  grade:  one  from  the  twelfth  grade:  and  one 
was  a  high  school  graduate.  Two  were  repeaters  from  last  year. 

It  is  very  interesting  to  note  that  42  boys  came  from  high  school 
grades.  Of  course,  some  of  these  boys  changed  their  goals  after  they 
had  been  in  high  school  for  a  year  or  two,  but  the  majority  of  them 
could  have  given  more  thought  to  their  plans  for  the  future  when 
completing  the  eighth  grade.  Every  one  of  these  boys  transferred 
from  the  secondary  grades  has  had  to  start  again  in  the  ninth  grade. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  non-residents  from  67 
in  1939  to  47  in  1940.  The  greater  part  of  this  remaining  number 
were  boys  enrolled  in  previous  years.  These  pupils  are  admitted 
under  a  special  provision  of  the  law,  and  their  tuition  is  paid  to 
Weymouth  by  their  home  towns.  In  the  sheet  metal  department,  no 
new  non-residents  were  admitted,  all  places  having  been  taken  by 
Weymouth  pupils.  In  July,  after  the  Weymouth  applicants  were 
accommodated,  as  many  non-residents  were  admitted  as  our  facili¬ 
ties  permitted.  In  every  case,  Weymouth  boys  were  given  preference, 
and  no  eligible  Weymouth  boy  was  denied  admittance  to  a  trade 
course  who  applied  before  the  close  of  school  in  June. 

The  question  is  occasionally  raised  as  to  the  cost  of  operating 
these  trade  courses.  On  the  face  of  town  appropriations,  it  appears 
that  these  trade  courses  are  expensive  when  compared  with  the  cost 
of  the  regular  academic  schools.  This  is  a  fact  on  the  basis  of  gross 
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expenditures.  However,  we  are  concerned  with  the  net  cost  to  the 
local  taxpayer,  arrived  at  by  deducting  items  which  are  paid  directly 
to  the  Town  Treasury  and  are  not  available  for  school  purposes. 
Considering  the  value  of  the  work  done  in  the  school  which  is  con¬ 
verted  to  the  general  use  of  the  school  department,  the  cost  is  ex¬ 
tremely  small.  Every  desk,  cabinet,  table,  waste  basket,  barrel, 
locker,  gutter,  piece  of  printing,  and  so  on,  which  we  make  is  some¬ 
thing  that  the  town  does  not  have  to  buy  from  its  maintenance  and 
supply  accounts.  The  figures  are  tabulated  for  your  information.

A  result  of  recent  legislation  affecting  wages  and  hours  has  been 
to  raise  the  school  age  from  the  Massachusetts  compulsory  limit  ol 
sixteen  to  a  practical  limit  of  eighteen.  No  employer  doing  an  inter¬ 
state  business  will  hire  boys  under  eighteen  to  work  on  machinery. 


In  this  school  with  its  minimum  entering  age  of  fourteen,  and 
a  three-year  course,  many  boys  are  too  young  upon  graduation  to 
be  employed.  They  must  wait  for  a  year  at  home,  or  must  take 
some  unskilled  work  and  thus  get  out  of  practice  in  their  trade. 


To  meet  this  new  development,  one  of  two  things  could  be 
done.  First,  and  perhaps  the  best  way,  would  be  to  make  our 
course  four  years  in  length.  The  second  choice  would  be  to  require 
all  children  to  complete  the  ninth  grade  in  the  regular  school  before 
taking  up  a  trade  course.  In  either  case  benefits  would  accrue  to  the 
students  in  several  ways.  First,  they  would  be  of  an  employable 
age  upon  graduation.  Secondly,  they  would  have  acquired  a  year 
more  of  maturity  and  judgment  which  would  help  them  greatly 
in  their  school  work  and  in  their  employment.  Thirdly,  their  aims 
would  be  more  settled,  being  more  removed  from  childish  years  and 
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more  ready  to  accept  adult  viewpoints  and  adult  responsibilities. 
Fourthly,  more  advanced  courses  could  be  taught,  helping  the  boys 
further  along  the  road  to  becoming  skilled  mechanics. 

Our  placement  service  has  been  very  successful  during  the  year. 
For  the  second  time  in  succession  every  available  graduate  has  been 
placed.  The  representatives  made  737  personal  calls,  171  telephone 
calls,  and  18  mail  or  messenger  contacts.  From  these  calls  101  jobs 
were  obtained  directly  by  the  school,  33  additional  jobs  were  ob¬ 
tained  by  virtue  of  the  boys’  training  in  school,  and  32  other  jobs 
were  reported.  A  number  of  students  obtained  part-time  after 
school  and  Saturday  work  through  the  placement  department.  On 
September  1,  Mr.  Harry  F.  Duncan,  who  had  been  carrying  on  this 
work  in  addition  to  supervising  the  printing,  was  relieved  of  this 
responsibility  and  it  was  assigned  to  Mr.  Otto  H.  Mahn.  Mr. 
Duncan  did  a  thorough  piece  of  work  during  the  year  and  six 
months  that  the  placement  was  in  his  charge,  but  because  the  print¬ 
ing  department  required  continuous  undivided  supervision,  it  was 
necessary  to  change  the  assignment. 

Besides  this  work,  the  placement  men  participated  in  two  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Vocational  School  Alumni  Association  and  one  public 
meeting.  A  talk  was  given  by  a  representative  of  the  Social  Security 
Board  to  the  seniors,  and  they  secured  their  Social  Security  numbers 
a  short  time  later.  Bi-weekly  job-talks  were  also  given  to  the 
seniors. 


The  members  of  the  Advisory  Committees  were  called  together 
for  consultation  at  meetings  in  the  school.  These  busy  men  devoted 
some  time  to  this  purpose.  Their  observations  and  suggestions  have 
been  very  helpful  in  our  work  and  many  of  them  have  been  carried 
into  effect.  Other  suggestions  have  been  incorporated  in  our  long- 
range  program.  The  members  present  were:

During  the  year  I  have  had  responsibility  for  a  large  share  of 
the  maintenance,  construction,  and  repair  of  the  different  school 
properties  in  town.  It  requires  a  good  deal  of  absence  from  the 
Vocational  School  to  attend  to  these  jobs  and  leaves  the  school 
without  supervision.  In  a  short  time  this  may  result  in  a  falling 
off  in  the  high  standards  we  have  tried  to  maintain.  Some  provision 
should  be  made  to  delegate  some  of  this  school  supervision  else¬ 
where,  and  to  provide  adequate  assistance  to  handle  the  greatly 
increased  clerical  work  in  the  office,  caused  by  increased  enrollment 
and  the  additional  maintenance  activity.

Several  improvements  in  the  building  were  made  during  the 
year.  A  complete  force  ventilation  system  was  installed  in  the 
lavatory  by  the  sheet  metal  department,  and  the  plumbing  changed 
to  conform  to  sanitary  requirements.  New  window  shades  replaced 
the  old  tattered  ones  throughout  the  building.  Adequate  copper 
gutters  were  built  and  installed  on  the  front  of  the  building  and 
along  the  easterly  side.  One  of  the  jobs  of  which  the  sheet  metal 
department  may  be  proud  is  the  metal  work  done  in  connection 
with  the  improvements  in  the  home  team  locker  room  of  the  high 
school  gym. 

New  equipment  was  provided  in  the  form  of  an  automobile 
tune-up  stand,  a  fender  air  hammer,  a  fan  for  a  paint  room,  a  punch 
for  the  sheet  metal  shop,  and  a  portable  belt  sander  for  the  cabinet 

shop. 

The  automobile  department  is  emphasizing  fender  repairing 
and  spray  painting,  since  most  of  the  boys  go  into  that  work. 
Enough  mechanical  instruction  is  given,  however,  so  that  they  may 
do  either  as  their  job  requires.  For  several  months  it  has  been  prac¬ 
tically  impossible  to  find  graduates  from  this  department  to  fill 
jobs  waiting  for  them.  At  the  time  this  is  written  we  have  three 
jobs  open,  but  no  qualified  boys  free  to  fill  them. 

The  cabinetmaking  department  shows  a  very  encouraging  in¬ 
crease  in  enrollment.  This  is  a  basic  trade  and  deserves  more  interest 
than  it  receives.  Members  of  the  defense  advisory  committee  feel 
that  it  would  be  wise  to  return  to  teaching  carpentry,  in  view  of 
the  report  that  from  200  to  300  new  houses  have  been  built  in 
Weymouth  during  1940.  The  regular  Cabinetmaking  Advisory 
Committee  was  very  definite  about  the  need  for  certain  items  of 
equipment,  notably  a  dowelling  machine,  a  new  mortise  machine, 
and  a  caul  box  for  heating  lumber  to  be  glued  up. 

The  enrollment  in  printing  was  held  down  from  that  of  last 
year,  when  the  shop  was  badly  overcrowded.  The  new  fluorescent 
lighting  has  brought  much  help  to  the  boys  working  on  type  in  the 
composing  room  section.  These  units  use  less  current  that  the  pre¬ 
vious  incandescent  lamps  and  yield  more  than  twice  the  light  as 
measured  by  the  light  meter.  Boys  from  this  department  who  can 
work  on  modern  equipment  get  jobs.  This  department  has  been 
in  operation  for  fifteen  years,  and  almost  all  the  machinery  was 
bought  second-hand.  There  has  been  a  revolution  in  the  printing 
industry  during  this  period  which  has  placed  great  emphasis  upon 
precision  methods  and  equipment.  We  should  modernize  our  equip¬ 
ment  to  keep  up  with  the  industry  if  we  wish  our  graduates  to 
continue  to  get  printing  jobs.  With  only  one  linotype  machine  in 
the  shop,  if  the  available  time  were  divided  equally  among  all  the 
students,  each  one  would  have  less  than  three  weeks  training  during 
his  entire  three-year  course.  A  second  linotype  machine,  modern 
type  cabinets,  replacement  type,  and  an  automatic  job  press  are 
some  of  the  more  important  items  needed. 
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The  time  is  here  when  the  facilities  of  the  school  should  be 
made  available  for  the  training  of  men  in  trades  essential  to  national 
defense.  The  Federal  government  has  appropriated  a  large  amount 
of  money  to  pay  for  courses  operated  outside  of  the  regular  school 
hours.  These  courses  are  designed  for  men  out  of  employment,  and 
men  on  the  W.P.A.  Federal  money  pays  all  direct  costs  of  running 
the  courses,  including  salaries,  supplies,  and  operation  of  plant.  The 
Weymouth  Safety  Council,  Vocational  Training  Committee,  has 
considered  the  whole  problem  with  the  advice  of  representatives 
from  labor  and  industry,  and  has  recommended  to  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  that  we  render  this  service  as  far  as  we  are  able. 

The  courses  most  needed  are  machine  work,  welding,  and  sheet 
metal  work.  We  are,  of  course,  equipped  only  for  sheet  metal  work. 
It  may  be  possible  to  obtain  welding  equipment  from  Federal  funds. 
If  we  could  get  welding  equipment  now  for  this  purpose,  it  would 
be  available  after  the  present  emergency  for  a  regular  course  in  that 
trade,  and  also  could  be  used  for  maintenance  in  the  school  build¬ 
ings.  For  defense  training  purposes,  the  welding  could  be  operated 
in  the  present  garage.  Machine  shop  equipment  is  expensive,  but  it 
should  be  included  as  part  of  the  building  program. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools,  to  all  members  of  the  teaching  staff,  and  to  the 
maintenance  department  for  the  excellent  support  and  co-operation 
they  have  given  me  during  the  year.

Report  of  Mr.  Hilmer  S.  Nelson 

Agricultural  Instructor  in  charge  of  the  Weymouth  Branch 
of  the  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School 

During  these  crucial  moments  -in  the  history  of  our  nation, 
the  general  trend  in  vocational  education  seems  to  be  entering  on 
a  wave  of  popularity.  Not  only  has  industry  penetrated  the  depths 
of  vocational  education  for  trained  skilled  help,  but  the  call  for 
individuals  well  versed  in  the  many  phases  of  agriculture  has  been 
rising.  How  often  we  have  heard  the  statement  that  vocational 
training  is  the  next  best  thing  to  a  college  education.  Again,  we 
hear  that  vocational  schools  and  departments  give  the  individual 
a  chance  to  find  out  what  he  is  fitted  for.  How  true  this  is  at  the 
present  time,  when  a  man  can  use  his  hands  as  well  as  his  head 
without  a  feeling  of  segregation. 

In  the  past  twenty  years  there  has  been  an  unprecedented 
progress  in  the  development  and  training  for  farmers  in  our  school 
systems.  Massachusetts  has  felt  these  "growing  pains  as  well 
as  the  rest  of  the  country.  The  National  Defense  program  has 
stimulated  this  urge.  Individual  States  have  taken  advantage  of 
the  opportunities  offered  by  the  funds  of  the  Smith-Hughes  Act 
to  set  up  training  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  expansion  in 
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vocational  agricultural  education.  Not  only  has  this  growth 
reached  the  student  of  high  school  age,  but  also  the  adult  farmer. 

Several  sections  taken  from  the  "Prospectus”  prepared  for 
those  interested  in  knowing  more  about  the  department  may  be 
of  interest.  A  copy  of  this  prospectus  will  be  gladly  furnished. 

Substitute  Projects.  Boys  who  have  no  facilities  at  home  for 
ownership  projects  or  partnership  projects  with  members  of  their 
family  may  find  elsewhere  the  jobs  they  need  to  fulfill  their  re¬ 
quirements  for  study  and  practical  experience.  For  example,  a  boy 
who  wishes  to  specialize  in  poultry,  and  who  has  no  facilities  for 
keeping  poultry  may  locate  a  summer  job,  or  substitute  project. 
with  some  poultryman  who  will  co-operate  with  the  agricultural 
instructor  in  teaching  good  methods  of  poultry  work.  In  like  man¬ 
ner,  boys  may  find  jobs  with  dairymen,  market  gardeners,  nursery¬ 
men,  florists,  estate  managers,  greenskeepers,  etc.  The  instructor 
will  co-operate  with  the  parents  and  the  boy  in  securing  suitable 
work.  The  instructor  will  also  assist  the  boy  in  making  contacts 
with  farmers  who  hire  summer  help.  Interviews  may  be  arranged 
and  recommendations  made.  This  service  is  extended*to  the  alumni 
of  this  Agricultural  Department.  Extreme  care  is  taken  to  protect 
boys  from  unfair  labor  and  living  conditions.  This  type  of  super¬ 
vised  training  may  be  continued  after  school  hours,  on  Saturdays, 
on  holidays,  and  during  vacations,  when  arrangements  can  be  made 
satisfactorily  with  the  employer.  Each  spring,  many  agricultural 
jobs  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Department.  Boys  are 
selected  for  these  jobs  according  to  merit,  ability,  and  need. 

Supervision  of  Projects .  Every  pupil  conducting  a  project, 
either  at  home  or  away  from  home,  receives  regular  visits  from  his 
instructor  according  to  his  needs.  Assistance  and  guidance  are 
given  in  the  development  of  home  ownership  projects.  Conferences 
between  instructor  and  employer  increase  the  educational  value  o! 
substitute  projects.  Records,  monthly  summaries,  observations, 
and  account  books  are  required  of  every  pupil  on  his  project.  Thes: 
data  are  inspected  by  the  instructor.  It  is  recommended  that  a  boy 
conduct  his  project  along  the  lines  of  the  agricultural  subject  matter 
he  has  studied  in  the  current  year.  For  instance,  freshmen  special¬ 
izing  in  vegetable  gardening  should  conduct  home  garden  projects. 
It  is  also  permissible  and  highly  recommended  that  pupils  plan  and 
conduct  long-term  projects. 

This  report  brings  to  a  close  the  twenty-fourth  year  of  con¬ 
tinuous  vocational  agricultural  instruction  in  the  Weymouth  High 
School.  We  have  profited  by  our  experiences  and  gained  by  our 
mistakes.  The  student  enrollment  since  1925  has  been  as  follows:

Home  ownership  projects  have  been  fewer  in  number  than  in 
any  previous  year,  but  I  feel  that  those  five  boys  who  did  conduct 
home  ownership  projects  in  poultry  did  a  fine  job.  No  other  types 
of  ownership  projects  were  kept.  Summarizing  the  results  of 
these  poultry  projects,  we  find  some  interesting  figures  and  facts:

Baby  chicks  775 

Broilers  1,231 

(Over  5,000  chicks  were  bought  and  sold  as  broilers 

during  this  period.) 

2.  One  boy  had  layers  and  chicks.

Three  boys  had  only  layers. 

3.  Actual  receipts:  $3,983.98 

4.  Hours  of  labor  on  projects:  2,536 

5.  Earnings  of  boys,  including  their  profit,  own  labor,  in¬ 
ventory  gain  or  loss,  stock  and  supplies,  interest  on  invest¬ 
ment,  and  rent  of  land,  etc.:  $1,958.52 

6.  The  boy  who  conducted  the  broiler  project  made  an 
actual  profit  of  $831.84,  including  his  own  labor,  and  is 
still  going  strong. 

7.  Number  of  eggs  produced:  40,029 

8.  Pounds  of  poultry  meat  and  broilers  sold:  13,747 

9.  Breeds  represented:  Rhode  Island  Reds,  White  Plymouth 
Rocks,  White  Wyandottes,  Australops,  and  New  Hamp- 
shires 
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During  this  past  project  year,  extending  from  October  15, 
1939  to  October  15,  1940,  thirty-four  boys  on  their  supervised 
farm  practice  work  reported  30,210  hours,  with  a  value  of  $6,575.- 
3  1 .  Again  we  must  stress  the  need  of  substitute  projects  to  take 
the  place  of  the  home  project,  resulting  from  the  lack  of  facilities 
and  working  capital  within  the  family;  another  limiting  factor  is 
the  need  of  land  to  properly  conduct  a  real  agricultural  enterprise. 
When  the  boy  cannot  find  his  agricultural  experience  at  home,  he 
must  seek  elsewhere  the  job  needed  to  fulfill  his  requirements  for 
study  and  practical  experience.  Much  of  this  practical  experience 
was  secured  on  poultry  and  turkey  farms,  dairy  farms,  general 
farms,  greenhouses,  florists,  nurseries,  small  estates,  etc.  These 
experiences  were  gained  in  various  parts  of  Weymouth,  Braintree, 
Quincy,  Whitman,  South  Hanson,  Brockton,  Wrentham,  Wal¬ 
pole,  Southboro,  Sudbury,  Rochester,  and  Guilford,  N.  H. 

Again  we  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  given  so  generously 
of  their  time  and  experience  in  allowing  our  several  groups  to 
enjoy  practical  work  and  survey  experience  on  their  farms.  This 
has  been  an  invaluable  part  of  our  course  of  study.  We  particularly 
refer  to  the  following:

Mr.  Nelson 
was  formerly  assistant  instructor  in  vegetable  gardening  at  the 
Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School,  Walpole,  previous  to  which 
he  had  had  considerable  practical  experience,  privately  and  com¬ 
mercially,  in  his  chosen  field.  Mr.  Nelson  was  a  graduate  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  College  in  1933  and  the  Framingham  High 
School  in  1929.

Report  of  Miss  Evelyn  Silvester 
Supervisor  of  Drawing 

The  year  of  1940  has  been  a  particularly  interesting  and  busy 
one  in  the  Art  Department  of  the  Weymouth  schools. 

Starting  in  January,  at  the  request  of  some  of  the  grammar 
school  teachers,  three  groups  of  meetings  were  held  on  art  subjects. 
Four  talks,  followed  by  discussions,  were  on  “Picture  Apprecia¬ 
tion';  four,  on  teaching  aids  in  “Figure  Drawing  ”;  and  four,  on 
the  subject  of  “Design.”  These  meetings  were  conducted  by  the 
art  personnel  and  were  very  well  attended.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  another  series  be  given  on  other  phases  of  art  work  at  some 
later  date.  This  will  be  done  gladly  if  a  sufficient  number  desire  it. 

American  Art  Week,  sponsored  by  the  American  Artists’ 
Professional  League,  was  observed  in  our  schools  for  the  first  time 
this  year,  from  November  1st  through  the  7th.  This  “Week” 
has  been  of  increasing  interest  in  each  of  the  eight  years  since  it  was 
started,  but  this  year  its  scope  spread  to  all  kinds  of  organizations 
and  to  all  parts  of  the  country. 

The  interest  and  co-operation  of  the  Superintendent,  prin¬ 
cipals,  and  teachers  have  resulted  in  the  spreading  of  a  far  better 
understanding  of  the  effect  of  the  cultural  and  the  practical  arts  on 
our  daily  lives.  All  things  that  are  suited  to  their  purpose,  sincere 
in  their  conception,  and  beautiful  in  their  form  of  expression, 
whether  it  be  a  painting  by  a  master  or  a  beautifully  polished,  well 
proportioned,  useful  kitchen  dish,  each  is  an  expression  of  art. 
“Art  is  the  expression  of  Life” — William  Morris. 

During  Art  Week  all  possible  phases  of  art  that  could  be 
integrated  with  academic  subjects  were  emphasized.  These  were 
so  numerous  that  a  complete  list  is  out  of  the  question,  but  a  few 
of  the  outstanding  ideas  are  included  here; 

Study  of  classroom  pictures 

Compositions,  oral  or  written,  about  pictures  and  artists 

Research  on  art  subjects  (All  school  and  public  libraries  re¬ 
ported  great  activity  in  the  arts.) 

Visits  after  school  to  exhibits  held  throughout  the  Town  of 
the  work  of  local  artists,  as  a  part  of  the  civic  Art  Week  program, 
and  reports  of  these  exhibits  in  the  classes 

Talk  in  one  school  by  a  local  artist  on  his  experiences  in  fol¬ 
lowing  painting  as  a  hobby 
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One  school  selected  a  new  classroom  picture. 

Study  of  art  treasures  of  the  Old  World  and  realization  of 
what  the  tragedy  of  war  does  to  the  great  creative  expressions  of 
humanity 

Teaching  that  “order  is  the  first  law  of  beauty”;  thus  the 
importance  of  clean  desks,  rooms,  school  yards,  streets,  and  homes, 
in  order  to  live  beautifully 

Neat  clothing,  worn  by  people  who  stand  and  sit  well,  makes 
the  world  look  better. 

Treasures  from  foreign  lands  lent  by  children  for  exhibition 
in  their  schools 

Exhibition,  held  in  the  corridors,  library,  and  art  room  of  the 
High  School,  of  professional  art  work  by  former  students -of  the 
Weymouth  High  School 

These  and  many  other  ideas  developed  a  very  successful  week 
of  art  thought  and  activity.  Many  teachers  have  said  since  that 
they  and  their  students  enjoyed  and  found  real  stimulus  from  the 
teaching  of  their  regular  subjects  from  the  art  point  of  view.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  “Week”  may  be  observed  next  year  and  in  the 
years  to  follow,  with  increasing  interest  and  benefit.  In  this 
troubled  world,  some  things  of  beauty  and  of  the  spirit  are  of 
vital  importance. 

Revisions  of  the  courses  of  study  are  in  progress  as  usual.  In 
developing,  correlating,  and  refining  the  art  courses,  it  is  necessary 
to  keep  them  flexible  as  to  detail,  but  stable  as  to  standards.  This 
means  that  individual  problems  are  changed  every  few  years  to 
keep  ideas  up  to  date  and  to  give  teaching  a  zest,  but  the  principles 
taught  by  the  various  problems  remain  the  same. 

Steady  improvement  has  been  evident  quite  generally  in  the 
skill  and  creative  thinking  of  the  students.  They  have  the  courage 
to  try  and  ideas  to  express.  These  two  things  are  of  first  impor¬ 
tance  to  successful  creative  art.  As  a  specific  example  of  this  are 
the  beautiful  Christmas  windows  made  in  many  of  the  schools. 
These  are  wholly  the  ideas  and  expressions  of  the  children  them¬ 
selves;  they  are  executed  in  some  cases  with  cut  colored  paper,  and 
in  other  cases  by  painting  each  section  for  the  window  on  a  single 
piece  of  paper  which  is  waxed  to  permit  the  passage  of  light. 

Two  scholarships  were  awarded  this  year  to  students  enter¬ 
ing  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art:  one  of  one  hundred  dollars 
to  Nancy  Fielding,  and  one  of  fifty  dollars  to  Joseph  Murphy. 
This  money  came  from  the  puppet  show  fund,  which  has  been 
raised  by  means  of  our  own  shows  and  those  of  professional  com¬ 
panies.  The  money  from  this  fund  is  used  either  for  straight 
scholarships  for  art  school  tuition  for  deserving  students  or  for 
special  art  programs  or  classes  to  benefit  a  larger  number  of  our 

students. 
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The  sincere  thanks  of  the  art  teachers  to  the  teachers  of  the 
grades,  the  principals,  and  the  Superintendent  for  their  splendid 
co-operation  are  most  gratefully  given.  We  all  look  forward  to 
the  new  year,  of  continued  activity,  with  pleasure. 


MANUAL  TRAINING 

Report  of  Mr.  A.  Edward  Haviland 
Supervisor  of  Manual  Training 

During  the  past  school  year  over  400  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  boys  have  received  instruction  in  manual  training.  The 
general  pattern  of  this  instruction  has  been,  with  some  exceptions, 
the  same  as  in  previous  years, — the  variable  factor  being  project’ 
design  and  selectivity. 

The  subject  matter  presented  consisted  of  plan  drawing  and 
reading,  care  and  use  of  tools,  problems  in  joinery,  wood-finishing, 
electricity,  and  small  items  of  maintenance.  The  latter  work  was 
touched  upon  this  year  for  the  first  time  and  has  proved  quite 
successful.  Repairs  were  made  to  broken  assembly  hall  chairs, 
desks,  loose  door  butts,  and  other  such  small  work  items  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  regular  school  maintenance.  This  work  in  no  way 
conflicted  with  the  regular  program,  but  was  rather  supplemen¬ 
tary  to  it. 

Alterations  to  the  Pratt  School  included  renovation  of  the 
manual  training  room,  thus  providing  a  model  shop  and  one  that 
will  serve  as  a  pattern  for  future  improvements  to  other  school 
shops. 

The  shop  facilities  at  the  Edward  B.  Nevin  School  are  being 
severely  taxed  by  the  large  number  of  boys  using  that  building, 
and  the  factor  of  wear  is  such  that  repairs  and  improvements  will 
be  needed  soon. 

In  the  year  1934  five  new  classes  were  added  to  the  regular 
manual  training  schedule.  Prior  to  that  time  the  manual  training 
program  carried  a  full  quota  of  classes;  thus,  in  order  to  make 
room  for  the  new  groups,  the  length  of  the  work  period  was  re¬ 
duced  for  all.  As  a  result  of  this,  little  elasticity  remains  in  the 
program.  Should  there  be  any  further  pupil  increase,  a  continu¬ 
ation  of  the  1934  policy  might  result  in  a  serious  thinning  out 
of  the  program. 

Present-day  trends  have  focussed  the  spotlight  sharply  upon 
education,  particularly  on  the  vocational  phase,  a  field  in  which 
Weymouth  schools  have  pioneered.  Revision  of  the  manual  train¬ 
ing  structure  is  recommended,  therefore,  to  the  end  that  it  shall 
serve  both  the  manual  training  and  the  pre-vocational  function. 

In  closing  this  report  it  is  pleasant  to  record  that  this  depart¬ 
ment  has  received  timely  and  effective  co-operation  from  the  entire 
school  system. 
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MUSIC 

Report  of  Mr.  VANCE  W.  MONROE 
Supervisor  of  Music 

Vocal  music  in  the  grades  has  maintained  its  usual  high  stand¬ 
ard.  The  climax  was  the  appearances  of  our  combined  glee  clubs 
at  the  Mayflower  School  Festival  held  in  Marshfield  and  the  State 
Contest  at  Wellesley. 

The  instrumental  music  is  still  a  problem.  Radio  has  made 
people  music  critics  rather  than  music  lovers.  It  also  has  destroyed 
the  average  musician  s  chances  of  a  vocation  in  music.  With  fre¬ 
quency-modulation  here  and  television  promised  in  the  near  future, 
people  will  become  even  more  intrigued  with  the  dial  form  of 
entertainment.  These  conditions  make  the  average  parent  indif¬ 
ferent  to  the  beginner  s  artistic  endeavors.  If  instrumental  music 
is  to  be  a  part  of  our  community  life,  it  must  be  developed  by  the 
schools.

Report  of  Mr.  John  M.  Lyons 
Assistant  Supervisor  of  Music 

Music  reading  in  the  schools  under  my  supervision  is  being 
studied  diligently,  as  laid  out  in  the  course  of  study,  so  that  a 
knowledge  of  the  mechanics  of  music  may  be  implanted  in  the 
minds  of  the  children  by  the  time  they  are  through  the  sixth 
grade.  This  knowledge  will  be  of  service  to  them  in  the  music 
classes  of  the  upper  grades  and  the  high  school. 

The  usual  classes  and  glee  clubs  are  being  conducted  in  the 
High  School.  A  new  class  in  voice  culture  was  started  this  fall 
in  the  High  School  and  has  aroused  much  interest.  This  class 
was  instituted  to  give  those  young  people  who  have  better  than 
average  voices  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  fundamentals  of  good 

singing. 

The  High  School  glee  club  gave  their  annual  concert  before 
the  Monday  Club  in  February.  The  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operetta 
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“The  Mikado”  was  presented  by  this  glee  club  in  March,  before  a 
large  audience.  Miss  Ernestine  Canning,  Miss  Anita  Petrucci,  and 
Mr.  James  Calderwood  were  helpful  in  preparing  this  operetta. 
A  concert  by  the  glee  club,  the  band,  and  the  orchestra,  with  various 
soloists,  is  now  in  preparation  for  presentation  in  February,  1941. 

The  third  annual  trip  of  the  High  School  glee  club  to  the 
“Pops”  in  Symphony  Hall,  Boston,  took  place  in  June,  and  the 
concert  was  enjoyed  by  more  than  eighty  members. 

At  their  graduation,  the  senior  class  sang  “The  Bells  of  St. 
Mary’s,”  “To  Thee  Oh  Country,”  and  “The  Cross  of  Gray,” 
accompanied  by  the  High  School  band. 

Instrumental  instruction  in  violin,  trumpet,  clarinet,  saxo¬ 
phone,  baritone,  alto  horns,  and  drums  is  being  taught  each  week, 
outside  of  school  hours,  to  pupils  of  the  Bicknell,  Adams,  and 
Athens  schools  by  competent,  experienced  instructors.  Former 
pupils  of  these  classes  now  form  an  integral  part  of  the  High 
School  band  and  orchestra. 

The  annual  Bicknell  School  operetta,  entitled  “The  Count  and 
the  Co-ed,”  was  presented  before  capacity  audiences  on  May  23 
and  24.  This  operetta  was  presented  with  the  co-operation  of 
Mr.  Leo  Madden,  Mr.  Preston  DePlacido,  Miss  Josephine  Caruso, 
and  Miss  Genevieve  Perkins. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  principals,  and  teachers 
for  their  helpful  co-operation.  . 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Report  of  Mr.  Harry  Arlanson 
Director  of  Physical  Education 

Leading  authorities  in  the  field  of  education  consider  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  physical  education  a  necessary  part  of  the  instruction  in  a 
school  program.  Physical  education  can  do  much  to  provide  for 
better  health  through  big  muscle  activities,  and  to  promote  social, 
moral,  and  emotional  development,  which  is  so  necessary  in 
training  for  citizenship. 

There  are  many  who  believe  that  a  school  which  supports 
football,  basketball,  track,  and  baseball,  for  a  few  pupils,  is  ful¬ 
filling  the  requirements  of  a  real  program  of  physical  education. 
Those  who  think  this  way  are  limited  in  their  perspective  of  this 
field,  and  will  continue  to  be  so  until  they  can  picture  a  well- 
rounded  program  that  will  reach  every  child  beginning  with  the 
first  grade  of  the  elementary  schools  through  high  school. 

A  survey  of  the  elementary  schools  in  the  State  shows  that 
most  are  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  need  of  a  sound, 
progressive  physical  education  program,  and  are  following  a 
definite  course  of  instruction  in  this  field.  The  time  allotted  for 
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this  instruction  varies  between  forty-five  and  ninety  minutes  per 
week,  exclusive  of  recess  periods. 

The  program  set  up  in  our  elementary  schools  since  last  Novem¬ 
ber  is  of  necessity  a  limited  one,  but  the  material  presented  is  suit¬ 
able  for  the  age  level  of  the  grades,  adapted  to  the  school  situation, 
time  of  year,  and  the  individual  needs  of  the  child. 

In  grades  I  and  II,  three  five- minute  periods  each  week  are 
devoted  to  the  teaching  of  rhythmical  activity;  two  five-minute 
periods  each  week  for  story  plays;  two  fifteen-minute  periods  each 
week  for  mimetics,  stunts,  and  games;  making  a  total  of  fifty-five 
minutes  of  instruction  per  week. 

In  grades  III  and  IV,  one  ten-minute  period  each  week  is  spent 
on  the  teaching  of  rhythmical  activity,  folk  dances  in  particular; 
daily  five-minute  periods  on  mimetics  and  free  exercises;  one 
twenty-minute  period  each  week  for  games;  making  a  total  of  fifty- 
five  minutes  per  week. 

In  grades  V  and  VI,  three  ten-minute  periods  each  week  are 
spent  on  the  teaching  of  marching  tactics,  free  exercises,  and  calis¬ 
thenics;  one  twenty-minute  period  each  week  on  games;  making  a 
total  of  fifty  minutes  per  week. 

In  grades  VII  and  VIII,  the  program  is  similar  to  that  of  V 
and  VI,  with  a  few  changes  to  compensate  for  the  age  level  of  the 
pupils,  making  a  total  of  fifty  minutes  of  instruction  per  week. 

In  developing  our  program,  it  has  been  necessary  to  take  into 
consideration  the  staff  of  teachers,  the  facilities,  time  allotment, 
and  available  time  for  personal  instruction  to  individual  teachers. 
The  program  has  been  divided  up  in  the  form  of  a  monthly  sylla¬ 
bus,  fully  described  in  detail.  However,  there  is  a  need  for  more 
instructive  work  than  it  is  now  possible  for  the  supervisor  to  do. 
Reliance  must  necessarily  be  made  on  the  detailed  monthly  syllabus 
placed  in  the  hands  of  each  teacher. 

To  conclude  this  first  report,  may  I  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  principals  and  teachers  of  the  elementary  schools  for  their 
co-operation  and  efforts  in  carrying  out  the  prescribed  outlines. 


SCHOOL  GARDENS 

Report  of  Miss  SARAH  E.  BRASSILL 
Supervisor  of  School  Gardens  and  Clubs 

In  presenting  this,  my  twenty-fifth  annual  report  as  super¬ 
visor  of  gardening,  it  seems  appropriate  to  review  the  work  of  the 
years,  tracing  the  steps  by  which  it  has  grown. 

From  the  beginning,  classroom  work  has  been  supplemented 
by  outdoor  activities.  The  school  gardens  with  which  we  began 
soon  gave  place  to  home  gardens  in  which  crops  grown  could  be 
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varied  to  suit  the  interests  of  the  child  and  the  needs  of  the  home. 
Supervision  of  these  individual  gardens  involved  more  work,  but 
the  gardens  were  more  valuable  in  every  way. 

Considering  the  age  and  the  limited  experience  of  the  children, 
no  effort  has  been  made  at  any  time  to  outline  a  course  in  scientific 
farming  or  gardening.  A  few  basic  principles  are  emphasized,  and 
then  the  child  is  met  on  his  own  level  and  helped  one  step  forward. 
His  land,  his  strength,  and  his  interests  determine  what  and  how 
much  he  should  try  to  do.  As  his  own  problems  are  met  and 
solved,  he  is  better  able  to  appreciate  the  value  of  the  work  to  him 
in  education,  pleasure,  and  profit. 

Conditions  developed  which  made  it  desirable  to  add  other 
forms  of  activity  to  our  garden  work.  These  have  been  continued 
as  the  4-H  Club  work.  In  all  these  clubs  the  standards  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  are  used  as  a  measuring  rod.  Also,  the 
children  are  privileged  to  exhibit  at  various  times  and  places,  there¬ 
by  testing  the  quality  of  their  work.  We  have  now  clubs  in  garden¬ 
ing,  still  the  major  activity;  in  food,  a  close  second;  in  clothing; 
poultry;  dairying;  and  conservation.  Some  canning  is  done.  Our 
gardens  do  not  as  a  rule  furnish  surplus  enough  for  this.  Conser¬ 
vation  is  a  growing  interest.  There  are  four  flourishing  clubs,  and 
a  fifth  is  being  formed.  Garden  clubs  for  next  year  are  already 
organized,  and  gardens  are  being  planned  and  plotted  ready  for 
an  early  start. 

Several  of  our  early  students  are  established  in  prominent  posi¬ 
tions.  Many  are  conducting  a  business  growing  out  of  or  related 
to  the  work,  in  the  home  town  and  in  surrounding  towns.  The 
second  generation  of  gardeners  is  coming  forward. 

There  has  been  friendly  co-operation  from  the  first.  Especially 
I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  teachers  who  have  served  as  leaders 
of  clubs,  some  for  several  seasons,  and  voluntarily.  It  calls  for 
time,  effort,  and  study  to  lead  a  club  to  success.  They  have  given 
all  three  without  compensation.  It  is  my  wish  to  see  them  recog¬ 
nized  and  recompensed. 


SCHOOL  NURSE 

Report  of  Miss  Anna  A.  MacDavitt 
School  Nurse 

It  is  through  the  combined  efforts  of  all  those  personally  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  school  child’s  development,  physically  and  academ¬ 
ically,  that  your  school  nurse  is  in  a  position  to  carry  on  her  yearly 
program.  The  reports  made  by  teachers  as  a  result  of  daily  obser¬ 
vations  aid  greatly  in  the  correction  of  many  defects. 

The  Rotary  Club  continues  its  splendid  work  in  caring  for 
tonsil  and  adenoid  cases,  as  it  has  done  for  many  years. 
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During  the  fiscal  year  thirty-seven  children  were  referred  to 
Dr.  George  A.  Dillon,  who  has  charge  of  the  Lions'  Club  eye 
clinic.  Excellent  work  has  been  achieved  in  this  field.  Three  boys 
who  were  unable  to  read  before  treatment  are  showing  marked 
improvement  in  their  school  work. 

In  May,  Dr.  Margaret  Simpson,  State  Psychiatrist,  examined 
forty-two  children  who  were  retarded  in  their  school  work.  Thir¬ 
teen  were  recommended  for  the  Junior  Manual  Arts  Class,  one 
for  a  State  school  for  feeble-minded,  and  the  remainder  were  ad¬ 
vised  according  to  their  needs. 

At  the  toxoid  clinic  for  diphtheria  prevention,  339  children 
were  immunized.  Of  this  number,  137  were  of  pre-school  age.  This 
service  is  made  possible  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  is  much 
appreciated. 

We  are  still  hoping  to  have  a  milk  fund  in  the  near  future, 
which  will  help  to  care  for  some  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  are 
ten  or  more  pounds  underweight.

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SEWING 

Report  of  MlSS  HARRIET  S.  BERRY 
Supervisor  of  Sewing 

The  main  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  teach  the  girls  the  funda¬ 
mentals  of  sewing.  They  are  also  taught  to  be  accurate,  careful, 
and  neat.  In  addition,  they  are  given  valuable  information  on 
materials,  workmanship,  and  clothing. 
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As  most  of  the  girls  of  the  seventh  grade  are  beginners  in 
sewing,  they  first  make  a  sewing  bag,  which  calls  into  use  all  of  the 
stitches  necessary  for  plain  sewing.  At  the  completion  of  this  bag. 
the  child  is  taught  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine.  The  students 
next  make  either  a  slip  or  a  pair  of  pyjamas  and  then  a  house  coat 
or  simple  dress. 

After  the  girls  of  the  eighth  grade  have  been  given  a  complete 
review,  they  make  a  winter  skirt,  which  teaches  them  the  processes 
of  putting  on  bands  and  zippers.  The  girls  then  are  ready  to  make 
more  intricate  garments. 

A  few  weeks  at  Christmas  are  devoted  to  the  making  of  gifts. 
Spare  time  is  devoted  to  patching,  darning,  and  repairing. 

This  year  many  of  the  girls  entered  a  nationwide  contest  in 
which  pupils  from  many  high  schools  competed.  Marie  Haviland, 
an  eighth  grade  pupil  of  the  Hunt  School,  was  awarded  the  first 
prize  of  ten  dollars  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

Exhibits  of  sewing  were  held  in  the  various  buildings  in  town. 
Many  of  the  parents  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  see 
the  progress  which  the  girls  made  during  the  year.  I  wish  to  thank 
the  parents,  teachers,  and  school  officials  for  the  splendid  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  interest  shown.

The  Library  and  the  Branches  are  not  open  Sundays,  legal  holidays, 
nor  the  17th  of  June. 

The  Library  is  for  the  use  of  all  residents  of  Weymouth.  Temporary 
residents  are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  permanent  residents. 

Each  card  issued  to  an  adult  entitles  the  holder  to  one  book  of  recent 
fiction  (a  book  published  within  the  last  year),  one  current  periodical, 
and  any  reasonable  number  of  other  books. 

Children  under  Senior  High  School  age  are  entitled  to  a  card  if  the 
application  is  signed  by  a  parent  or  guardian.  Cards  issued  to  children 
entitle  the  holders  to  two  books,  only  one  of  which  may  be  fiction. 

All  books  from  the  circulating  department,  except  the  new  fiction, 
may  be  kept  for  14  days.  At  the  request  of  the  borrower  any  book  not 
in  demand  will  be  charged  for  one  month,  subject  to  recall  after  two 
weeks  if  requested  by  other  borrowers.  Fiction  published  within  the 
last  calendar  year,  and  recent  numbers  of  magazines  are  limited  to  seven 
days  with  no  renewal  privilege. 

The  vacation  privilege  allows  a  borrower  to  take  books  which  are 
not  recent  publications  for  an  extended  time. 

A  book  cannot  be  transferred  from  one  card  to  another,  but  any  14- 
day  book  may  be  renewed  at  the  library,  by  mail  or  by  telephone  ( * ) , 
unless  another  borrower  has  asked  to  have  the  book  reserved.  The  date 
due,  the  author  and  title  of  the  book,  and  the  borrower’s  number  should 
be  stated  when  the  request  for  renewal  is  made. 

Any  book  will  be  reserved  at  the  request  of  a  borrower,  who  will  be 
notified  as  soon  as  the  book  is  available.  A  charge  of  one  cent  is  made 
for  this  service. 

A  fine  of  two  cents  a  day  will  be  incurred  for  ea~h  day’s  detention 
of  a  book  after  it  is  due.  When  a  book  is  sent  for  by  the  librarian,  it  will 
be  at  the  expense  of  the  borrower.

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SIXTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY 


The  Trustees  of  the  Tufts  Library  herewith  present  to  the  Town  of 
Weymouth  their  sixty-second  annual  report.  This  report  covers  the  year 
1940. 

During  this  year  the  library  has  given  service  to  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  through  fifteen  agencies.  Besides  the  Main  Library  and  the  North 
and  East  Weymouth  Branches,  deposits  of  books  are  made  available  at 
Weymouth  Heights,  at  Lovell’s  Corner  and  at  Nash’s  Corner,  a  case  of 
books  is  sent  each  week  to  the  Fogg  Library,  and  book  collections  have 
been  placed  in  eight  elementary  schools.  In  this  way  the  benefits  of  the 
library  are  spread  over  the  town,  so  that  now  there  are  few  localities 
left  in  Weymouth  where  the  people  may  not  easily  and  conveniently  use 
their  library.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  we  were  able  to  resume  service 
last  April  to  the  residents  of  Nash’s  Comer. 

■» 

A  new  census  has  been  taken  in  1940,  and  we  find  that  Weymouth 
has  grown  in  the  past  ten  years.  Our  gain  in  population  is  2,865  or 
13%  %.  What  can  we  say  of  our  library  during  the  same  time  interval? 
It,  too,  has  gained,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  following  figures:

Such  gains  are  gratifying,  and  especially  so  when  we  look  further 
and  find  that  while  the  use  of  the  library  has  increased  approximately 
33%,  its  cost  to  the  town  of  Weymouth  has  increased  less  than  8%.  In¬ 
deed,  the  cost  of  each  book  circulated  in  1940  was  three  cents  less  than 
in  1930. 

A  chart  of  our  growth  through  the  years  would  not,  however,  show 
a  straight  upward  slant.  There  are  fluctuations  to  the  climbing  line  and 
they  are  found  to  have  a  direct  correspondence  to  the  fluctuations  in 
unemployment.  People  without  jobs  turn  to  books.  When  the  curve  of 
employment  rises,  the  curve  of  reading  dips,  though  not  as  sharply. 
This  has  happened  repeatedly  and  in  libraries  everywhere  throughout 
the  country.  It  is  doubtless  the  explanation  of  the  fact  that  the  borrow¬ 
ing  of  books  from  the  Tufts  Library,  which  had  increased  steadily 
throughout  1939  and  the  first  half  of  1940  to  a  record  breaking  peak, 
fell  off  somewhat  in  the  last  six  months,  since  the  movement  for  national 
defense  has  brought  new  opportunities  for  employment. 

Statistics  covering  the  circulation  of  books  and  other  activities  of 
the  library  for  1940  will  be  found  in  full  in  the  appendices  to  this  report. 

The  work  with  boys  and  girls  has  had  a  full  and  rewarding  year.  The 
co-operation  with  the  school  department  has  been  very  close  and  many 
of  the  teachers  have  used  the  State  Reading  Lists  with  their  pupils.  The 
library  supplies  the  books  and  awards  the  certificates.  In  1940,  611  of 
the  five-book  certificates  and  109  honor  certificates  were  issued.  That 
means  that  our  Weymouth  boys  and  girls  read  and  reported  on  3,60») 
books  from  recommended  lists.  At  least  720  of  these  were  non-fiction 
titles. 

In  the  weeks  preceding  Book  Week  in  November,  the  library  spon¬ 
sored  an  essay  contest  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  the  public 
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schools,  and  a  poster  contest  in  the  same  grades  in  the  two  Parochial 
schools.  These  contests  directly  stimulated  an  interest  in  books,  their 
authors  and  illustrators. 

Story  telling  in  the  schools,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Tufts  Lib¬ 
rary  through  a  grant  from  the  Tufts  Lecture  Fund,  has  been  a  most 
successful  and  enjoyable  way  of  introducing  the  children  to  fine  books. 
The  project  begun  in  the  fall  of  1939  was  carried  into  1940,  and  is  being 
repeated  in  1940-1941. 

Again  this  year  the  library  co-operated  with  the  School  Department 
by  taking  a  High  School  Senior  for  a  week  of  practice  work.  Miss  Lillian 
Berry  was  with  us  for  the  week  beginning  May  20th. 

Some  repairs  have  been  necessary  to  the  library  property.  On  the 
morning  of  April  9  th  an  explosion  in  the  neighboring  gas  plant  shattered 
the  plate  glass  windows  and  jarred  the  building.  It  was  most  fortunate 
that  no  person  was  cut  by  the  falling  glass,  and  that  there  was  not 
greater  property  damage.  Service  to  the  public  was  not  interrupted, 
although  the  assistants  in  the  Children's  Room  had  to  work  in  shifts  on 
account  of  the  cold.  By  six-thirty  o'clock  that  evening,  the  new  glass 
was  installed.  The  library  is  grateful  for  the  co-operation  and  help  which 
was  freely  given  in  the  emergency. 

In  addition  to  the  replacing  of  broken  windows,  screens  have  been 
made  for  the  windows  of  the  alcove  that  is  used  as  a  catalog  room.  A 
few  pieces  of  furniture  have  been  refinished,  and  a  new  desk  section 
and  a  small  amount  of  shelving  has  been  built  for  the  library.  The  floor 
of  the  Main  Library  room  has  been  shellacked  and  waxed. 

Two  changes  in  personnel  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Miss  Alice 
M.  Gowdy,  assistant  in  the  library  since  1927,  was  married  in  1940.  She 
left  in  September,  and  the  trustees  hired  Miss  Marion  F.  Meurch  to  meet 
the  emergency  during  the  winter  months.  Miss  Meurch  is  a  graduate  of 
Simmons  College  School  of  Library  Science  and  has  had  two  years  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  public  library  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island. 

On  June  30th,  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Shea,  our  janitor  for  thirteen  years, 
resigned  because  of  ill  health.  His  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret 
and  with  appreciation  for  his  faithful  service.  His  place  has  been  taken 
by  Mr.  John  Galvin. 

The  library  has  co-operated  with  the  Greater  Boston  Community 
Fund  Campaign  and  the  Red  Cross  Drive.  During  American  Art  Week, 
numerous  paintings  by  Weymouth  artists  were  on  display  at  the  Main 
Library  and  both  branches.  This  was  a  most  interesting  community 
undertaking  and  the  library  was  glad  to  have  a  part  in  it. 

The  trustees  wish  to  thank  most  sincerely  all  those  who  have  loaned 
exhibits  or  made  gifts  of  books  or  flowers  to  the  library  during  the  year. 
These  are  listed  at  the  close  of  this  report. 

We  are  living  in  momentous  and  tragic  days.  Ideas,  ideals  and  atti¬ 
tudes  toward  life  are  involved  in  the  war  that  is  sweeping  over  much  of 
the  world.  It  is  our  part,  as  a  library,  to  provide  people  with  the  materir 
al  that  will  help  them  to  think  clearly  and  constructivelv.  This  is  no 
easy  responsibility.  We  shall  strive  to  place  upon  the  library  shelves 
books  of  information  and  facts,  and  thoughtful  but  not  fear  induced 
consideration  of  facts.  We  shall  seek  for  books  that  will  be  helpful  in 
the  task  of  building  our  national  defense,  and  we  shall  also  seek  whole¬ 
some  books  that  can  lift  us  above  or  take  us  far  away  from  the  theater 
of  war.  The  public  library  has  today  an  opportunity  to  serve  and 
strengthen  the  democratic  way  of  life,  out  of  which  it  has  grown  and  of 
which  it  is  an  expression.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  ENGINEER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth, 
Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  my  thirty-fourth  annual  ■  report  as  Town 
Engineer. 

The  continuation  of  the  town  survey  work  or  the  preparation  of 
the  Assessors’  maps  includes  work  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  at  Registry 
of  Probate,  and  at  the  Land  Court;  surveys,  location  of  buildings, 
replacement  of  worn  tracings,  and  other  necessary  work  and  this  has 
been  continued  during  the  year  1940,  and  maps  revised  to  Jan.  1,  1941 
are  being  prepared  for  the  Assessors. 

The  block  system  of  assessment  adopted  in  1939  and  continued  in 
1940  is  now  standard  and  the  sheets  prepared  for  the  1941  assessments 
will  be  in  that  form. 

The  legal  documents  recorded  or  copied  during  1940  including 
Land  Court  records  will  probably  total  approximately  1425  or  an  in¬ 
crease  of  nearly  15%  over  1939. 

I  would  again  urge  the  importance  of  placing  on  record  any  legal 
document  or  any  plan  which  affects  the  ownership  of  real  property. 

Before  closing  my  report  on  the  work  done  for  the  assessing  de¬ 
partment  of  the  town  I  would  note  that  prints  (to  replace  those  lost 
during  the  removal  to  the  present  town  hall,  and  others  worn  out  by 
use)  covering  the  years  1915  to  1935  both  inclusive  (21  years)  are 
in  process  of  completion  and  will  shortly  be  on  fiie  at  the  Assessors' 
office  in  three  books,  each  book  containing  in  sequence  7  years. 

With  those  subsequent  to  1935  already  on  file,  it  will  then  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  examine  and  compare  any  part  of  the  town  as  regards 
buildings,  ownerships,  etc.,  for  a  period  of  over  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

Should  the  town  accept  those  streets  which  have  been  built,  com¬ 
pletely  graded,  and  on  which  many  houses  have  been  erected  during 
the  past  year,  and  are  now  occupied,  stone  bounds  should  be  set  to 
mark  and  maintain  the  boundaries  of  said  streets. 

Included  in  the  surveying  or  engineering  work  in  1940  for  which 
surveys  were  made,  lines  given,  grades  established  or  other  work  done 
some  of  the  major  items  are  as  follows: 

Street  lines;  profiles;  topography;  project  plans;  curbs  and  side¬ 
walks;  plans  for  drainage  easements;  grading  work;  street  layouts  or 
widenings;  street  grades;  drains;  plan  for  Court  purposes;  testing 
location  of  houses  for  building  inspector  or  board  of  appeal;  plan  to 
date  of  permanent  sidewalks;  municipal  tennis  courts;  airport  plan; 
boundaries  of  town  land;  descriptions  of  land  sold  by  the  town,  and 
other  incidental  work. 

In  closing  may  I  extend  to  your  Board,  to  all  town  officials,  and  to 
the  citizens  of  Weymouth  my  thanks  for  the  continued  courtesy  shown 
to  me  and  to  my  assistants  in  our  work  throughout  the  town.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Board  organized  with  the  election  of  Ralph  P.  Burrell  as  Chair¬ 
man  and  George  E.  Curtin,  Clerk. 

Sydney  C.  Beane  was  reappointed  Superintendent. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  available  funds,  no  additional  pur¬ 
chases  of  land  bordering  the  pond  were  made. 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  homes  built  during  the  year,  the 
demand  for  new  services  exceeded  that  of  any  year  for  some  time  past. 

The  rate  of  25  cents  per  hundred  cubic  feet,  established  in  1939,  was 
continued  unchanged.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

During  the  year  1940,  the  activities  of  the  Water  Department  may  be 
summarized  as  follows: 


WATERSHED 

Fire  stops  were  cleared  and  widened,  and  some  of  the  swamp  areas 
were  filled  by  W.  P.  A.  labor.  Improvements  involving  masonry  walls 
and  grading  at  the  Randolph  St.  dam  is  also  in  progress. 

POND 

To  further  protect  the  water  supply  from  possible  pollution,  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  has  revoked  the  authority  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  to  permit  fishing  or  going  upon  the  ice. 

The  height  of  the  water  has  remained  at  a  favorable  level  throughout 
the  year.  On  December  31,  1940,  the  elevation  was  165  feet,  which  is  12 
inches  below  spring  maximum  height. 

FILTRATION  PLANT 

The  grounds  around  the  plant  have  been  improved  by  the  extension  of 
lawn  area  around  the  coagulation  basin,  the  addition  of  evergreen  trees, 
and  the  completion  of  the  riprap  walls  along  the  shore. 

Within  the  pumping  station  the  switchboard  has  been  cleaned  and 
overhauled,  to  include  necessary  repairs  and  spare  parts. 

In  the  chemical  feeder  room,  all  mechanical  feeders  have  been  com¬ 
pletely  overhauled  and  repiped  and  spare  parts  supplied. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Police  Department,  the  police  signal 
box  within  the  plant  keeps  hourly  contact  during  the  night  between  filter 
operator  and  headquarters. 
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EMERGENCY  PUMP  AND  BUILDING 

All  accessories  to  the  emergency  pump  have  been  overhauled,  and 
replacements  made  where  required.  Both  the  pump  house  and  gate  house 
have  been  put  in  repair. 


WATER  ANALYSIS 

Both  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  are  made  daily  by  the 
Water  Department  to  control  the  purity  of  the  drinking  water.  All  harm¬ 
ful  bacteria  are  removed  by  the  filtration  process.  Analyses  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  also  report  all  tests  negative  for  the 
presence  of  harmful  bacteria  throughout  the  year. 

STANDPIPE 

The  South  Weymouth  standpipe  has  been  cleaned  and  repainted  on  the 
inside. 


MAINS  AND  SERVICES 

The  year  has  been  unusually  active  in  the  building  of  homes  and  the 
development  of  land  for  real  estate  purposes.  This  activity,  together  with 
necessary  changes  due  to  street  acceptances,  has  added  over  11,000  lin. 
feet  of  new  mains,  241  new  services,  10  hydrants,  and  23  gate  valves. 

Six  inch  mains  of  asbestos  cement  pipe  were  installed  at  three  loca¬ 
tions,  and  several  owners  have  installed  copper  tubing  for  service  pipe. 

GENERAL  MAINTENANCE 

Besides  the  usual  maintenance  of  the  distribution  system,  the  program 
of  sidewalk  improvement  necessitated  adjustment  of  many  curb  boxes. 
Street  improvements  also  required  the  relocation  of  seven  hydrants. 

The  cold  spell  of  January  and  February  added  to  the  department's 
activities,  as  well  as  keeping  hydrants  free  from  snow  following  the  severe 
storm  of  February,  1940.  Several  hydrants  required  repair,  including  8 
cases  of  hydrants  broken  by  trucks  or  autos. 

I 

EQUIPMENT 

A  new  electric  thawing  machine  was  purchased  to  combat  frozen  serv¬ 
ices.  A  2"  self  priming  portable  pump,  a  truck  mounted  110  c.f.  Chicago 
Pneumatic  air  compressor,  a  business  coupe,  and  a  service  tapping 
machine  were  purchased  to  replace  old  equipment. 

Frank  Larmey,  a  faithful  employee  of  the  Department  for  25  years, 
was  retired  on  December  5,  1940. 

The  Water  Department  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation  of  the 
Fire,  Police,  Street  and  other  Town  Departments  for  their  excellent 
co-operation. 

The  following  tables  and  summaries,  covering  in  detail  the  work  of 
the  Department  for  the  year  ending  with  December  31,  1940,  are  respect¬ 
fully  submitted.

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  thirty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Account¬ 
ing  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1940. 

Verification  of  all  outstanding  accounts  and  bank  balances  was  made 
frequently  during  the  year  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  records  are  correct. 

The  Water  Surplus  as  of  December  31,  1940  is  $67,320.92,  a  decrease 
of  $1,439.44  from  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  sum  of  $11,013.69  was 
appropriated  from  this  fund  in  March,  1940,  for  payment  of  the  balance 
due  for  the  construction  of  the  Filtration  Plant.  The  net  gain  from  the 
activities  of  the  current  year  amounted  to  $14,402.83. 

Payment  of  $13,500  in  1940  has  reduced  the  Net  Debt  to  $89,000.  The 
final  payment  was  made  for  the  loan  issued  April  1,  1925,  which  reduces 
the  amount  necessary  for  the  payment  of  debt  in  1941  to  $12,500. 

The  co-operative  efforts  of  the  personnel  are  greatly  appreciated  for 
they  have  made  possible  prompt  analysis  and  verification  of  the  financial 
activities  of  the  department.

The  parade  was  reviewed  by  Commander  Henry  Vogel  at  his 
home  on  Cedar  Street,  East  Weymouth. 

The  thanks  of  the  committee  are  extended  to  all  organizations  who 
helped  to  make  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  a  success.

REPORT  OF  CUSTODIAN  OF  VETERANS’  GRAVES 

January  22,  1941 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

A  report  of  the  Custodian  of  Veterans’  Graves  for  1940. 

The  appropriation  has  been  expended  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
previous  years  with  one  exception.  It  did  not  seem  to  be  a  justifiable 
expenditure  of  public  money  to  take  care  of  veteran  lots  in  the  Ashwood 
cemetery  when  the  almost  non-existent  association,  with  money  on  hand, 
allows  the  hurricane  damage  to  lay  as  it  fell.  A  deduction  of  seven 
graves  in  the  Ashwood  cemetery,  plus  an  increase  of  two  makes  a  total 
of  373  graves  in  320  different  lots  cared  for  at  Town  expense.  The 
Veteran  of  Foreign  Wars  Post  care  for  9  in  the  older  cemeteries,  24  are 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  custodian,  292  are  cared  for  by 
agreement  with  the  superintendents  of  the  larger  cemeteries. 

The  courtesy,  help  and  co-operation  received  from  the  various  ceme¬ 
tery  officials  is  noted  again  with  appreciation.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  thirty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Ac¬ 
counting'  Department.  The  classification  of  accounts  sets  forth  the  most 
important  factors  to  show  the  purposes  for  which  expenditures  were 
made  by  the  several  departments. 

As  suggested  in  previous  reports,  any  one  should  feel  free  to  call 
at  the  office  when  more  detailed  information  is  desired. 

Accounts  of  town  officers  have  been  examined  frequently,  cash  bal¬ 
ances  verified  monthly,  and  the  cash  and  securities  of  the  Town  found 
as  reported  by  the  several  officials. 

The  Surplus  Revenue  as  of  December  31,  1940,  is  $114,283.37,  which 
represents  a  loss  of  $20,372.50  compared  to  that  of  the  year  before.  The 
use  of  $45,000,  by  vote  of  the  Town  in  March,  materially  accounted  for  a 
reduction  in  the  tax  rate  for  1940.  It  is  extremely  doubtful  if  any 
surplus  revenue  will  be  available  for  use  in  1941.  Should  this  be  true, 
and  other  items  remain  at  last  year’s  level,  an  increase  in  the  rate  for 
1941  would  seem  probable. 

The  Net  Debt  of  $368,000  shows  a  reduction  from  that  of  last  year. 
Final  payment  was  made  of  the  loan  issued  in  1930  for  the  construction 
of  the  Ward  Two  Fire  Station.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  present 
net  debt  of  the  Town  is  less  than  it  has  been  since  the  year  1922. 

Payment  was  also  made  in  1940  of  $18,243.41,  the  10th  and  final  pay¬ 
ment  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  for  the  assessment  levied 
against  Weymouth  for  admission  to  the  South  Metropolitan  Sewerage 
System. 

I  now  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those  officials  and  co¬ 
workers  who  have  been  so  helpful  in  making  possible  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  this  office.

The  Weymouth  Retirement  Board  submits  the  following  report  of 
its  activities  during  the  year  1940. 

Francis  L.  Gaughen,  whose  term  expired  on  July  1,  1940,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  an  additional  three  year  term  and  at 
the  organization  meeting  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Emerson 
R.  Dizer  was  elected  Secretary  while  Harold  S.  Gardner  continues  as 
the  other  member. 

We  have  had  occasion  during  the  year  to  retire  one  member  for 
superannuation  and  one  for  ordinary  disability. 

By  virtue  of  the  membership  of  two  of  our  firemen,  who  lost  their 
lives  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  the  benefits  of  the  system  were 
accorded  their  widows  and  children.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD  FOR  1940 


To  the  Town  of  Weymouth : 

Your  Planning  Board  has  been  vitally  concerned  during  the  past  year 
with  many  problems  concerning  the  future  welfare  and  needs  of  your 
town.  The  keen  interest  of  all  members  has  been  reflected  in  the  fine  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  meetings  held  at  monthly  or  more  frequent  intervals. 

The  possibility  of  the  establishment  of  Municipal  Parking  Areas  off 
Washington  Square  in  Weymouth  landing  and  in  the  so-called  Bicknell 
Meadow  off  Jackson  Square,  East  Weymouth,  was  studied  further  in 
accordance  with  the  request  of  the  1940  Town  Meeting.  Our  study  of  these 
matters  clearly  established  the  fact  that  the  success  of  such  parking  spaces 
would  be  directly  dependent  upon  the  ease  with  which  motorists  could 
enter  and  leave  such  areas.  Although  several  conferences  were  held  with 
certain  abuttors  and  interested  persons  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  up  to  the 
time  this  report  is  made,  no  definite  recommendations  as  to  the  necessary 
and  advisable  land-takings  can  be  made.  However,  the  matter  will  again 
be  presented  to  the  Town  at  the  1941  Town  Meeting  and  it  is  hoped  that 
some  action  may  be  taken  which  will  further  these  progressive  and  business¬ 
building  projects. 

Another  matter  which  has  concerned  the  Board  again  as  in  previous 
years  is  the  construction  of  a  sea  and  retaining  wall  along  Wessagusset 
Road  near  the  Yacht  Club  in  North  Weymouth.  The  construction  of  a 
portion  of  the  proposed  wall  is  recommended  at  this  time  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  Town  Meeting  members  will  approve  this  recommendation. 

The  Board  during  1940  recorded  itself  as  in  favor  of  the  following 
additional  matters : 

1.  Elimination  of  hazardous  parking  on  Main  Street,  South  Weymouth, 
near  the  Hospital  and  Nevin  School. 

2.  Development  of  the  Weymouth  Herring  Run  Project. 

3.  Installation  of  a  two-way  radio  and  purchase  of  additional  prowl 
car  for  the  Police  Department. 

4.  Development  of  a  Municipal  Airport. 

5.  Consideration  of  adoption  of  limited  parking  in  Columbian  Square, 
South  Weymouth. 

6.  Straightening  Pleasant  Street  from  Police  Station  to  junction  of 
Pleasant  and  Water  Streets. 

7.  Skating  facilities  for  unfinished  corner  of  Stella  Tirrell  Park. 

8.  Survey  of  School  Needs  under  W.  P.  A. 

At  one  of  our  meetings  this  year  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  as 
our  guests,  Mr.  Duffy  and  Mr.  Edwards  of  the  Massachusetts  Division  of 
Metropolitan  Planning.  Among  the  many  proposals  with  which  their  Board 
is  concerned  were  several  of  much  interest  to  Weymouth.  One  was  the 
development  of  a  by-pass  to  go  around  Washington  Square,  Weymouth 
Landing,  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  traffic  congestion  at  that  point.  An¬ 
other  was  the  possible  extension  of  circumferential  highways  on  the  South 
Shore  to  take  some  of  the  traffic  burden  from  the  State  Roads  in  our 
Town.  It  is  hoped  that  similar  meetings  in  the  future  may  eventually 
result  in  a  program  of  advantage  to  Weymouth. 

Of  more  far-reaching  importance  have  been  the  problems  of  the  imme¬ 
diate  future  with  which  the  Board  has  been  deeply  concerned.  In  addition 
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to  giving  every  consideration  to  any  part  Weymouth  may  play  in  aiding 
national  defense  in  the  present  world  crisis,  it  has  been  felt  that  great 
care  must  be  taken  now  to  preserve  for  this  Town  all  the  desirable  features 
which  make  it  one  of  the  finest  suburban  communities. 

Our  location  in  the  center  of  certain  vital  units  of  national  defense 
can  but  result  in  an  immediate  residential  housing  expansion  almost  beyond 
belief.  Unless  care  is  exercised  now  such  developments  may  in  later  years 
prove  disastrous  to  the  well  being  and  further  growth  of  the  Town.  With 
this  in  mind,  certain  changes  in  the  Zoning  Law,  just  adopted  this  year, 
and  in  the  Building  Laws  will  be  recommended  at  the  1941  Town  Meeting 
and  it  is  the  earnest  recommendation  of  the  Board  that  they  be  given  most 
careful  consideration. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  it  would  be 
to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  if  the  Planning  Board  was  re-esta Wished 
by  the  adoption  of  Chapter  211  of  the  Acts  of  1936.  Many  other  communi¬ 
ties  have  adopted  this  Act  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  1941  Town  Meeting  will 
take  advantage  of  this  progressive  legislation. 

In  conclusion,  the  Planning  Board  extends  thanks  to  all  those  who  have 
offered  their  help  and  assistance  during  the  past  year  as  it  is  only  through 
cooperation  that  your  Board  can  achieve  its  goal — ‘A  Better  Weymouth.”

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REPORT  OF  THE 

WEYMOUTH  MUNICIPAL  AIRPORT  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen : 

We  hereby  submit  the  report  for  the  year  1940. 

The  first  of  the  year  the  efforts  of  the  Committee  members  were 
directed  to  the  business  of  obtaining  options  on  the  land  needed  for 
the  airport.  Although  option  forms  were  mailed  out  to  the  numerous 
owners,  the  results  were  unsatisfactory.  Many  of  the  forms  were  not 
returned,  others  were  returned  because  addresses  or  persons  were 
unknown,  or  people  had  moved.  The  idea  of  obtaining  options  is  held 
by  the  Committee  to  be  impractical,  and  it  is  their  recommendation 
that  the  Town  should  take  this  land  by  right  of  eminent  domain. 

The  area  proposed  to  be  taken  comprises  about  335  acres  and 
is  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  “Plan  showing  lands  on  proposed  airport 
site,  Weymouth,  Mass.”  made  by  Russell  H.  Whiting,  Town  Engineer, 
dated  March,  1940,  revised  in  part  December,  1940. 

Mr.  Whiting’s  report  states,  “The  land  proposed  to  be  taken  is 
of  little  value,  practically  vacant,  and  to  a  large  extent  surrounded 
by  other  vacant  land. 

“Of  the  83  parcels  considered,  only  three  have  buildings  thereon 
and  these  buildings  are  situated  outside  of  the  runways  or  total  space 
to  be  ultimately  used. 

“In  general  the  proposed  site  lies  between  the  town  line  between 
Weymouth  and  Rockland  on  the  southeast  and  Main  Street  on  the 
West,  and  between  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  location  on  the  south¬ 
west  and  extends  nearly  to  Union  Street  on  the  northeast. 

“The  final  development  contemplates  a  runway  approximately  6900 
ft.  in  length  between  said  town  line  and  Main  Street,  a  runway  ap¬ 
proximately  5700  ft.  in  length  between  the  railroad  location  and  Union 
Street,  and  a  third  runway  running  nearly  north  starting  at  said  town 
line  crossing  both  of  the  aforesaid  runways  and  extending  a  distance  of 
approximately  4700  ft.” 

The  site  for  the  proposed  airport  was  surveyed  by  Mr.  Adrian  M. 
Mathews,  and  from  his  notes  a  complete  topographical  map  was  drawn 
up: 

Mr.  L.  P.  Henderson,  Civil  Engineer  for  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Au¬ 
thority,  made  the  final  plans  for  the  airport,  including  cuts,  fills,  run¬ 
way  layout,  hangar  sites,  parking  areas,  buildings,  paving,  clearing 
and  draining. 

The  Committee  made  a  study  of  the  publicized  War  Department 
appropriation  for  airports.  It  was  found  that  this  money  was  to  be 
spent  for  airports  alreadv  constructed,  or  in  the  process  of  construc¬ 
tion.  Therefore,  until  Weymouth  takes  steps  to  start  actual  work  on 
the  airport,  War  Department  funds  will  not  be  available. 

The  cost  of  building  three  runways  each  3500  ft.  long  would  be 
$520,245.  This  figure  would  include  clearing,  grubbing,  cuts  and  fills, 
finish  grading,  drainage,  catch  basins,  trench  excavation,  gravel  back¬ 
fill,  seeding  and  sodding,  top  soiling,  runway  paving,  taxi  strips  and 
aprons,  lights,  wind  tee  and  cone,  hangar,  administration  building, 
parking  area  and  road  to  parking  area. 
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Of  this  total  cost  the  Town  would  pay  from  10  to  25#,  the  rest 
of  the  cost  would  be  shouldered  by  the  Government  through  W.  P.  A. 
funds  and/or  outright  grants. 

The  Committee  recommends  constructing  one  runway,  northeast 
by  southwest  this  year,  at  a  total  cost  of  $142,758.,  the  other  runways 
to  be  completed  during  the  next  three  years.  When  completed  this 
will  give  Weymouth  the  largest  airport  in  New  England. 

The  Committee  also  recommends  that  the  airport  be  con¬ 
structed  by  the  W.  P.  A.,  and  have  turned  over  all  available  informa¬ 
tion  and  plans  to  the  town  W.  P.  A.  Committee  for  further  study  and 
to  draw  up  a  project.

We  include  the  Playground  Report.  The  Playgrounds  were  open 
for  a  six  weeks  period  and  the  children  instructed  in  games,  safety 
and  hand  work.

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TOWN  COUNSEL’S  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1940. 

The  Town  has  been  made  defendant  in  the  usual  number  of  cases 
before  the  Courts  of  the  Commonwealth,  chiefly  because  of  alleged  acci¬ 
dents,  but  none  of  these  have  assumed  major  proportions  and  the  sum 
total  paid  by  way  of  judgment  was  not  large.  There  were  many  other 
instances  of  claims  being  made  against  the  Town  which  fall  within  the 
classification  of  small  claims  that  have  been  adjusted  to  the  mutual 
satisfaction  of  the  Town  and  the  claimant  without  the  necessity  of  liti¬ 
gation.  I  suppose  these  types  of  cases  will  always  be  before  us.  In 
one  case,  the  Town  has  been  successful  in  having  received  over  $700 
in  settlement  of  a  claim  brought  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  resi¬ 
dent  who  had  received  welfare  assistance  from  the  Town.  The  defend¬ 
ant’s  estate  was  petitioned  into  insolvency  and  while  the  amount  recov¬ 
ered  was  not  the  complete  sum  that  the  Town  has  expended,  it  was  a 
large  percentage  of  it. 

The  one  case  that  continues  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  Town’s 
people  and  which  is  of  major  importance  is  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital 
case — so  called.  Heretofore  in  this  Town  Report  is  set  forth  under 
Article  28  of  the  annual  Town  Meeting  the  vote  passed  by  the  Town 
on  this  question,  hence  I  do  not  present  it  here.  By  so  voting,  the 
Town  altered  its  previous  position  upon  this  matter  and  my  interpre¬ 
tation  of  the  vote  is  that  they  wished  the  Town  Counsel  to  prosecute 
the  legal  questions  impending  to  a  conclusion.  In  accordance  with  this 
viewpoint  the  matter  was  assigned  for  hearing  and  was  argued  early 
in  January.  The  single  question  before  the  Court  was  the  defendant’s 
(Town  of  Weymouth)  demurrer  to  the  bill  of  complaint  of  the  com¬ 
plainant.  At  the  hearing  the  Attorney  General’s  office  was  represented 
and  arguments  were  concluded,  the  Court  extending  to  each  side  a 
week  within  which  to  file  briefs.  These  have  been  filed  and  a  decision 
should  come  down  quite  soon.  In  case  the  demurrer  is  sustained, 
a  motion  requesting  the  dissolution  of  the  present  injunctions  against 
the  funds  in  the  various  institutions  has  been  filed.  I  might  add  that  I 
reminded  the  Court  of  the  nearness  of  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting 
and  suggested  that,  if  possible,  the  decision  be  speedily  made,  a  sug¬ 
gestion  which  the  Court  accepted  graciously.  If  the  verdict  is  favorable 
and  no  appeal  is  taken,  it  is  my  belief  that  the  Town  will  be  ready  to 
take  definite  action  on  this  question  at  its  annual  meeting. 

May  I  say  that,  as  usual,  the  Legal  Department  has  enjoyed  the 
confidence  and  received  the  sympathetic  assistance  of  various  Town 
officers  and  boards,  for  which  I  wish  to  offer  my  sincere  appreciation.

The  W.  P.  A.  Committee  pauses  to  pay  trib¬ 
ute  to  one  who  served  his  community  faith¬ 
fully  and  impartially,  who  devoted  his  best 
efforts  to  every  task  assigned  to  him,  and 
whose  intellectual  honesty  and  sympathetic 
understanding  of  the  ills  of  his  fellow  man, 
endeared  him  to  his  subordinates:  Archie 
McLellan,  deceased,  June,  1940. 


As  is  annually  the  case,  the  beneficence  of  the  Committee  was  dis¬ 
tributed  among  all  departments  that  desired  its  assistance.  The  appro¬ 
priation  was  apportioned  approximately  as  it  has  been  in  the  last  four 
years,  with  the  exception  being  the  School  Department,  which  replaced 
the  Park  Department  in  the  financial  standing. 

This  change  was  due  to  an  enlargement  of  recreational  facilities  for 
school  children,  while  the  development  of  park  features  was  reaching 
its  conclusion.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  townspeople  have 
responded  to  our  activities  by  noticeably  patronizing  in  increased  num¬ 
bers  the  new  playgrounds  at  their  disposal.  With  the  passing  of  last 
year,  it  is  fair  to  say  that  except  for  occasional  installations,  the  Park 
Department  will  make  less  demands  on  us  for  assistance,  while  the 
School  Department  will  draw  more  heavily  on  our  resources. 

As  for  the  Street  Department  activities,  with  W.  P.  A.  help,  there 
will  always  be  a  real  work  for  us  to  do  with  and  in  that  branch  of 
municipal  endeavor.  The  Committee  feels  that  every  dollar  spent  for 
highway  development  is  easily  justified  on  the  grounds  of  public  con¬ 
venience,  safety  or  welfare;  and  that,  as  the  benefits  accrue,  the  roads 
will  be  more  presentable  and  inexpensively  maintained. 

To  be  sure,  the  expenditures  on  Water  Department  Projects  are  not 
great,  but  they  do  not  indicate  the  extensive  scope  of  the  work — all  of 
which  redounds  to  the  advantage  of  the  citizenry  in  that  everything 
spent  at  Great  Pond  Watershed  is  for  additional  precautionary  measures 
to  safeguard  the  water  supply. 

The  other  departments  may  be  collectively  said  to  benefit  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  their  activities,  few  of  which  can  be  aided  by  W.  P.  A.  efforts. 
Our  work  might  be  summarized  by  saying  that  white  collar  surveys 
constitute  the  greatest  amount  of  our  assistance  to  them. 

A  list  of  all  the  projects  operated  this  year  is  herewith  presented 
with  a  brief  description  of  the  work  done.  Recourse  may  be  had  to  the 
Town  Accountant’s  Report  in  this  book  for  sums  of  money  spent  on 
each  project. 

A.  Park  Department: 

The  work  done  at  Weston  Park  involved  a  minor  amount  of  grading 
and  seeding  while  the  work  done  at  Stella  Tirrell  Playground  constituted 
the  completion  of  certain  asphalt  walks,  and  loaming,  grading  and 
seeding  in  the  southwest  section  of  the  park  on  Central  Street. 
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B.  School  Department: 

Under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  School  Department  the  Bicknell  School 
Playground  was  completed,  and  in  the  process  thereof,  seven  tennis 
courts  were  installed  that  are  used  in  the  winter  time  for  a  skating  area , 
the  baseball  field  was  completely  rebuilt  and  necessary  equipment,  such 
as  fences,  backstop,  fountains  and  walls  were  installed.  There  were 
also  about  two  acres  of  seeding  and  loaming  done  to  beautify  the  sur¬ 
rounding  grounds.  The  field  across  the  street  from  the  High  School  has 
been  designated  as  a  Girls’  Athletic  Field,  and  while  the  job  is  at  present 
one-third  completed,  when  it  is  done,  it  will  have  necessitated  the  con¬ 
struction  of  bleachers,  fences,  field  hockey  area,  horseshoe  courts, 
shuffleboards,  baseball  diamond,  a  portable  running  track,  fountains, 
benches  and  incidental  shrubbery.  At  the  Kevins  School  a  project  has 
been  started  to  grass  over  the  area  in  front  of  the  school,  to  provide 
asphalt  walks  and  drives,  to  enclose  the  play  area  with  fences,  to  build 
a  new  playground  in  the  rear  of  the  school  along  Kirkland  Road,  to 
provide  a  200  car  parking  area  behind  the  school,  ano  to  provide  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  storage  of  bicycles  during  school  hours.  At  the  Pratt  School 
there  was  installed  a  rather  extensive  retaining  wall,  which  provided 
about  40  r/f  more  parking  and  playground  area  The  High  School  and 
the  Lincoln  School  were  renovated  and  painted,  with  most  of  the  work 
at  the  High  School  being  done  in  the  halls,  class  rooms  and  basement. 


C.  Street  Department: 

The  work  done  in  the  Street  Department  was  constituted  under 
three  main  headings:  (1)  Beautification,  (2)  Drainage  and  (3)  Side¬ 
walk  and  Curbing  Installations.  Beautification  work  involved  regrading 
sidewalks,  sloping  banks  and  repairing  streets  where  they  constituted 
a  nuisance  to  the  adjoining  property.  The  following  is  a  partial  list  ol 
the  streets  that  had  this  type  of  work  done  on  them:  Chard  btreet, 
Clinton  Road,  Curtis  Street,  Elinor  Road,  Forest  Street,  Hill  Street, 
North  Street,  Randolph  Street,  Winter  Street.  Under  the  second  cate¬ 
gory  the  following  streets  may  be  named  as  locations  of  w-  f-  in¬ 
activity  :  Cain  Avenue,  Homestead  Avenue,  Kingman  Avenue,  Middle 
Street  Pilgrim  Road,  Ralph  Talbot  Street,  and  Union  Street.  In  the 
third  classification  of  Sidewalk  and  Curbing  Installation,  projects  were 
operated  on  Bayview  Street,  Commercial  Street,  Curtis  Street,  Fairlawn 
Avenue,  Front  Street,  Great  Pond  Road,  Glendale  Street.  Kirkland  Road, 
Pleasant  Street,  Princeton  Avenue,  Roosevelt  Road,  R/>semont  Road. 
Shaw  Street,  Sycamore  Road,  Union  Street,  Washington  Street,  and 

West  Street, 

D.  Tree  Department: 

In  the  Tree  Department  a  substantial  amount  of  money  was  spent 
for  Gypsy  Moth  control  and  general  pest  elimination,  and  for  tiee  re¬ 
habilitation  work.  The  first  is  self  evident,  the  latter  was  primarily  to 
preserve  the  trees  on  the  Town  of  Weymouth  property. 

E.  The  Water  Department: 

The  Water  Department  expended  about  $2500  in  creating  fire  lanes 
to  protect  the  standing  timber  in  the  most  approved  manner  and  for 
cleaning  out  the  low  spots,  rip-rapping  around  the  intake,  and  tor  walls. 


F.  Miscellaneous' 

Under  the  control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  committee,  an  Index  of 
Town  Meeting  Records  was  made,  which  provides  ready  access  to  all 
motions  ever  taken  at  a  Town  Meeting  from  1639  to  date,  under  depart¬ 
mental  headings  and  under  generic  headings.  The  N.  Y.  A.  has  done  a 
substantial  amount  of  work  and  a  little  further  along  in  this  report,  the 
products  it  manufactured  are  listed.  There  were  also  operated,  a  dis¬ 
tribution  of  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Project,  a  Housekeeping 
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Aid  Project,  which  provides  assistance  to  needy  families,  a  Sewing 
Project  for  the  women,  and  a  recompilation  and  mapping  of  \  eterans 

Graves.

The  significant  work  features  of  1940  were:  the  completion  of  Stella 
Tirrell  Playground  and  Bicknell  School  Playground,  the  mstallation  of 
22  000  feet  of  sidewalk  and  curbing,  the  Indexing  of  Town  Meeti  g 
Records,  the  locating  and  mapping  of  Veterans’  (Jraves,  the  extensmn 
of  protective  measures  on  the  Watershed,  and  the  work  of  the  National 
Youth  Administration. 

Considering  that  the  average  age  of  the  boys  on  the  N.  Y.  A.  was 
22  years,  the  list  of  products  made  for  consumption  by  various  municipal 
departments  is  enlightening.  Undoubtedly  their  prize  effort  was  the 
construction ’of  a  board  running  track  for  the  High  School  boys— a  piece 
of  equipment  now  erected  and  in  use.  Other  items  of  manufacture  aie

In  passing,  the  N.  Y.  A.  girls  should  not  be  overlooked,  for  although 
their  work  is  not  so  open  to  public  inspection,  their  stenographic  efforts 
for  town  officials  are  worthy  of  commendation. 


For  1941,  the  Committee  hopes  to  highlight  its  work  by  completing 
the  Girls’  Athletic  Field,  remodeling  the  grounds  of  the  War  Memorial, 
providing  a  200  car  parking  space  near  the  Trade  School,  constru  ting 
a  Recreational  Room  in  the  basement  of  the  Washington  Scnool,  install¬ 
ing  a  playground  and  parking  area  at  the  Nevin  School,  and  making  a 
survey  of  school  needs. 
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To  continue  the  plan  established  in  last  year’s  report,  the  following 
figures  for  comparative  purposes  as  public  records  are  herewith  incor¬ 
porated  for  the  year  1940:

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WEYMOUTH  PLAYGROUND  REPORT  —  1940 


The  playgrounds  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  opened  for  supervised 
play  on  Monday,  July  1,  1940,  and  closed  Friday,  August  9,  1940. 
They  were  open  for  the  usual  period  of  six  weeks.  The  following  per¬ 
sons  formed  the  personnel  for  this  year: 


Beal’s  Park — Charles  Wintermeyer,  Supervisor  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
Leseneschal. 

Bradford  Hawes — Miss  Leona  Gregory. 

Lake  Street — George  Pardo  and  John  Mulligan. 

Pond  Plain — Miss  Lucille  Trenear. 

Stella  Tirrell — Miss  Stefani  Konrad. 

Stetson  Field — Miss  Phyllis  Pray. 

Webb  Park — Miss  Mary  Harrington. 

Weston  Park — Miss  Marie  Keohan  and  Miss  Charlotte  Clark. 
Co-ordinators — Warren  Heffernan  and  Joseph  Crehan,  Jr. 

In  addition  to  the  individual  instructors  at  each  playground,  the 
co-ordinators  carried  on  the  coaching  of  baseball  and  softball.  They 
also  managed  sports  contests  between  the  playgrounds,  transported 
the  various  teams  from  playground  to  playground  and  supervised  the 
transportation  of  the  children  to  and  from  the  playground  outings, 
both  at  Wessagusset  Beach  and  National  League  Field. 


Equipment  was  supplied  for  the  usual  activities  which  included  the 
following:  Baseball,  Softball,  Basketball,  Punchball,  Volleyball,  Paddle 
Tennis,  Dodgeball,  Quoits,  Horseshoes,  Croquet,  Ring  Toss,  Shuffle- 
board,  etc.

These  figures  show  an  average  daily  total  of  some  590  children 
playing  under  organized  supervision.  Of  course  some  600  children 
may  seem  a  small  number  when  compared  with  the  school  population 
of  the  Town,  but  it  is  well  to  remember  that  the  vast  majority  of 
these  are  smaller  children,  those  whose  age  does  not  exceed  fifteen. 
It  is  also  well  to  remember  that  many  youngsters  go  away  to  summer 
homes  and  to  summer  camps;  and  of  course  swimming  attracts  many  to 
the  beaches  both  at  Nantasket  and  in  town,  notably  at  Wessagusset 
Beach.  It  can  not  be  stressed  too  much  that  one  hour  of  supervised 
recreation  is  worth  many  hours  of  unsupervised  play.  When  we  have 
capable  instructors,  we  secure  a  maximum  amount  of  benefit,  both  to 
our  children  and  ourselves,  from  our  playgrounds. 


A  change  was  made  this  year  in  the  method  of  carrying  on  Hand¬ 
work.  Mrs.  Inez  Kohler,  assisted  in  the  latter  weeks  of  the  season  by 
Miss  Marion  Spencer,  carried  out  a  scheduled  program  of  instruction  at 
each  playground.  She  visited  each  park  for  at  least  one  half  day  each 
week.  She  gave  valuable  assistance  to  the  park  teachers  and  showed 
the  children  how  to  make  many  interesting  and  educational  articles 
with  their  hands.  Samples  of  the  children’s  handwork  were  exhibited 
at  Tufts  Library  (both  Washington  Square  and  Bicknell  Square 
branches)  and  in  Loud’s  Store  in  Columbia  Square.  We  wish  to  express 
our  appreciation  to  both  of  these  for  their  cooperation  which  enabled 
us  to  show  these  articles.  They  included  yarn  pocketbooks,  dolls  ham¬ 
mocks,  yarn  umbrellas,  leather  billfolds,  wooden  bracelets,  seed  beads, 
costume  jewelry,  beaded  rings,  sponge  rubber  puppets,  sponge  animals, 
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handkerchief  aprons,  plaster  of  Paris  plaques,  tie  racks,  belts,  curtain 
racks,  amberol  rings  and  many,  many  other  articles.  This  exhibition 
caused  much  favorable  comment  from  the  friends  and  families  of 
the  children. 

For  the  second  year  the  children  were  the  guests  of  the  Boston 
Bees  at  National  League  Field.  On  Tuesday  afternoon,  July  30,  some 
six  bus  loads  of  children  went  to  the  game  as  the  guests  of  the  man¬ 
agement.  They  saw  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  defeat  the  Bees  in  a  very 
exciting  game  sparked  by  three  home  runs,  by  Johnny  Mize,  Terry 
Moore  and  Sibby  Sisti.  All  the  children  were  safely  home  by  six  o’clock 
in  the  evening,  tired  but  satisfied. 

The  annual  playground  outing  was  held  at  Wessagusset  Beach  dur¬ 
ing  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  the  final  week.  The  children  look  for¬ 
ward  to  this  each  year  and  enjoy  it  very  much. 

The  tournaments  were  also  held  the  final  week  at  several  of  the 
playgrounds  with  the  co-ordinators  bringing  the  contestants  to  scenes 
of  the  contests. 

Every  playground  set  aside  one  day  a  week  for  a  special  event  of 
some  kind;  pet  show,  horrible  parade,  amateur  show,  costume  parade, 
picnic,  etc.  Parents’  Day  was  also  a  feature  at  most  of  the  playgrounds. 

Story  telling  and  sandbox  modelling  are  very  popular  activities 
during  the  hottest  parts  of  the  day.  The  selection  by  the  playground 
teachers  of  Park  Patrol  members  is  an  excellent  method  of  developing 
in  children  a  sense  of  cooperation,  good  citizenship  and  a  responsibility 
toward  others.  Clubs  and  committees  and  sales-promoting  are  also  ex¬ 
cellent  ways  in  which  to  develop  these  desired  qualities  in  making  good 
citizens  of  our  boys  and  girls.  The  playground  instructors  have  done 
very  well  in  their  selection  of  children  for  these  activities. 

During  this  year  the  softball  schedule  was  carried  out  under  the 
very  capable  direction  of  Warren  Heffernan.  The  baseball  schedule 
was  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Joseph  Crehan,  Jr.,  and  George 
Pardo.  These  people  in  cooperation  with  Charles  Wintermeyer  planned, 
before  the  season  began,  a  complete  six-weeks  schedule.  Thus  there 
was  no  lost  time  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  wide  reaching  softball  and 
baseball  activities.  In  this  way,  through  this  foresighted  planning, 
the  Town  received  a  maximum  amount  of  benefit  for  this,  the  most 
popular  type  of  activity.  More  than  two  hundred  seventy  boys  between 
the  ages  of  nine  to  fifteen  were  actively  engaged  in  playing  inter¬ 
playground  League  games.  The  first  week  of  the  season,  as  usual,  was 
devoted  to  coaching  the  boys  in  the  fundamentals  of  these  two  games. 
There  were  two  divisions  in  both  softball  and  baseball.  The  Midget 
division,  consisting  of  boys  under  twelve  years  of  age,  and  the  Junior 
division,  consisting  of  boys  under  fifteen  years.  The  weekly  publishing 
of  team  and  individual  averages  in  the  following  newspapers:  “Quincy 
Patriot  Ledger,”  “Weymouth  Gazette”  and  “Weymouth  Truth,”  con¬ 
tributed  in  large  measure  to  the  maintaining  of  a  very  high  degree  of  en¬ 
thusiastic  competition.  At  the  end  of  the  season  individual  awards 
were  given  to  the  leading  pitchers  and  batters  in  each  division  of  each 
League. 

The  sixth  and  final  week  was  spent  in  tournament  contests  and 
games  staged  at  the  various  playgrounds.

There  have  been  99  clinic  days  with  a  total  of  274  hours. 
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This  year  a  new  program  to  interest  the  children  in  their  teeth  was 
started  by  the  hygienist  with  the  approval  of  Mr.  Thibadeau,  super¬ 
intendent  of  schools.  The  object  of  the  program  is  to  make  the  children 
“Tooth  Conscious”  and  to  acquaint  them  with  the  idea  of  going  to  the 
dentist  regularly,  along  with  the  regular  toothbrush  care. 

The  program  consists  of  monthly  visits  to  the  classrooms  to  deter¬ 
mine  how  many  children  have  been  to  the  dentist,  and  to  present  a 
short  lesson  about  the  teeth.  There  will  be  nine  visits  during  the  year, 
the  first  being  the  regular  examination  in  September.  The  last  visit 
will  be  in  May  and  will  be  a  special  program  denoting  “Child  Health 
Day”  (May  1st.) 

The  children  are  now  making  notebooks  that  carry  out  the  program 
between  visits. 

This  work  includes  the  first  and  second  grade  only  because  the  time 
is  limited.  We  hope  to  have  several  if  not  all  one  hundred  percent 
dentallv  perfect  rooms  by  the  first  of  May.  The  idea  in  visiting  these 
low  grades  is  to  interest  the  children  in  their  teeth  as  early  as  possible 
with  the  hope  that  they  will  seek  dental  care  while  they  are  getting  their 
second  teeth  rather  than  waiting  until  it  is  too  late  to  save  the  teeth. 

It  is  a  “Program  of  Prevention.” 

The  superintendent,  supervisors,  principals,  and  teachers  have  been 
very  co-operative  and  enthusiastic  in  helping  me  carry  out  this  program, 
and  for  this  I  am  very  grateful. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  at  this  time  to  the  principals, 
teachers,  and  janitors,  who  have  helped  with  the  transportation  of  the 
children.

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

The  Board  met  March  29,  1940  and  elected  Frederick  L.  Doucett, 
chairman,  and  Thomas  J.  MacDonald,  clerk,  and  have  held  regular 
meetings  throughout  the  year. 

Henry  Godin  was  reappointed  Milk  Inspector. 

Virginia  Loring  was  reappointed  Dental  Hygienist. 

George  Marshall,  Plumbing  Inspector.
